ADVISING THE SECRETARY 


MR. FAIRCHILD CONFERS WITH \» 
ABLE FINANCIERS. 
AIS POWER TO GO OUTSIDE THE SINKING 
FUND TO GIVE RELIEF. BELIEVED 
TO BE UNQUESTIONABLE. 

Secretary Fairchild had a long confer- 
snce with leading New-York bankers yesterday 
afternoon. It was an informal meeting, and 
financiers were coming and going continually, 
generally climbing the long flight of steps to the 
Sub-Treasury’s doors full of praise for the Ad- 
thinistration policy in money matters and going 
away after they had told their beliefs to the Sec- 
retary. There were no speeches made in the coun- 
cilchamber. The surplus, the dangers connect- 
ed with ite increase in size, and the remedies in 
the power of the Secretary to apply were talked 
over informaliy but earnestly, Mr. Fairchild 
getting the benefit of many weighty opinions in 
a comparatively short time. 

Among those who exchanged their views with 
the Secretary were Sub-Treasurer Canda, Presi- 
dent Charles M. Fry, of the Bank of New-York; 
President William P. St. John, of the Mercantile 
National Bank; President James T. Woodward, 
of the Hanover; President Edmund D. Ran- 
dolph, of the Continental; President O. D. Bald- 
win, of the Fourth National; President Fred- 
erick D. Tappan, of the Gallatin; President 
George F. Baker, of the Firat National; ex-United 
States Treasurer Conrad N. Jordan, of the West- 


ern National; J. P. Morgan, of Drexel, Morgan & 
Co.; R. G@ Rolston, of the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company; F. P. Olcott, of the Central 
Trust Company; Jacob D. Vermilye, President 
of the Merchants’ National; George S. Coe, Pres- 
ident of the American Exchange National; Gen. 
Fitzgerald, of the Mercantile; John C. Brown, of 
Brown Brothers & Co.; Alexander E. Orr, Presi- 
dent of the Produce Exchange; ex-Controller 
Cannon, President of the Chase National, and R. 
T. Wilson, of R. T. Wilson & Co. 

On the Street the news that these gentlemen 
were meeting Secretary Fairchild produced a 
big effect. It was argued that it meant well for 
the country, that the Administration was seek- 
ing the advice of coul-headed business men, and 
the Street took comfort and gained strength 
from the belief. Just before the tidings of the 
conierence were spread, there had been a little 
rhid on the stock market and prices had declined, 
but when the news came the raiders were routed, 
the market gained strength, there was an ad 
Vance all along the line of securities, and the 
Exchange closed with prices at the highest point 
ef theday. The Street knew that the confer- 
ence had plenty of subjects to discuss, the con- 
Gition of the money murket, the best means to 
keep it in a healthy condition, the surplus and 
the best way to use it to promote the interests 
of the community, the probability of $14,000,- 
000 of bonds being absorbed by the Treasury, 
and the authority of the Secretary to go outside 
the sinking fund to give any further relief that 
Inay be required. 

All these matters were talked about by the 
bankers and the Secretary, but it was the last 
that received the great bulk of attention. To 
get hght upon it was the real object of the con- 
Terence, and as far as the great majority of the 
New-Yorkers were concerued it was agreed that 
a section of the Federal laws gave the Secretary 
the wer explicitiy. It was generally under- 
Bt that Mr. Fairchild went into the conference 
with very grave doubts upon the point in ques- 
tion, and a conviction that he would have to 
apply to Attorney-General Garland for an opin- 
jon before he could go outside the sinking fund, 
in case money flowed into the Treasury too rap- 
idly before Congress assembled and took up the 
responsibility of the financial situation. Per- 
haps he still bas his Goubts, but the authorities 
he consulted yesterday were likely to weaken 
them. What they suid in support of their posi- 
tion was based upon a part of the law of March 
3, 1881, a section of which was a rider at- 
tached to the Sundry Civil Appropriation act 
passed on that day. This section provides: 

“That the Secretary of the Treasury may at any 
time apply the surplus money in the Treasury, not 
otherwise appropriated, or so much thereof as he 
may consider proper, to the purchase or redemption 
of United States bonds, provided that the bonds so 
purchased or reveemed shall constitute no part of 
the sinking fund, but shall be canceled.” 

There 18 a general belief that the various calls 
have absorbed most of the tloating bonds, and it 
is three months beforé Confess. will get to 
work. The Treasury otfitials are inelined to put 
the sinking fund at thirty millious, but other 
authorities pupitat forty-eight millions. Ifitis 
held to be thirty. millions, twenty millions is 
already.used up and there is a good chance that 
money may piie up ominously in the Treasury. 
Piaus to meet this danger are thefefore neces- 
sary, and in devising them this question of going 
outside the sinking fund has arisen. After the 
couference Secretary Fairchild declined to talk 
about this point. The meeting had been simply 
an infotmai gathering of financial men, he said, 
in order that he might profit by their ideas. 

Ex-Treasurer Jordan holds that the Secretary 
has the right to go outside of the sinking fund, 
ad his opiniun upon the law of March 3, 
1 e. 

**[ think the Secretary in his policy,” said John 
C. Brown, *“‘has acted with great wisdom and 
judgment, and that the trouble is over.” 

“The course of the Secretary was generally 
upheld,” said President Cannon, of the Chase 
National Bank. ‘From what was said this 
aiternoon the diseussion has led me to believe 
that he will not allow any cousiderable surplus 
to accumulate. As for his right to exceed the 
sinking fund’s requirements in his purchases of 
bonds I personally have no doubt that he has the 
power, and I think it was generally conceded at 
to-day’s meeting.” , 

President Tappen, of the Gallatin National 
Bank, said that to the majority this right was 
Plain and the case was exactly covered by the 
statute. 

- The conference, in the view of President Bald- 
Win, of the Fourth National, showed that every- 
body present approved of what had been done 
by the President and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and that there was every indication that 
the same policy would be continued. Mr. Bald- 
win’s belief is that the surplus will be attended 
to. 






































































































Mr. R. G. Rolston approves what Secretary 
Fairchild has done, but believes that he has ac- 
complished all that he can do. Mr. Rolston is 
opposed to the sight of Wall-street leaning upon 
the Government for support and demanding its 
assistance. The real remedy for the trouble of 
the present situation lies in the hands of Con- 
gress. That body can prevent the accumulation 
of an undesirably large surplus by reducing the 
receipts of the Government. 

Alexander E. Orr, the official head of the 
Produce Exchange, was of the opinion that the 
President would take every meaus to relieve the 
situation of its unpleasant features. President 
Randolph, of the Continental Bank, believes 
thatthe Secretary isempowered by law to go 
outside the sinking fund requirements in his 
bond purchases. With this idea Mr. R. T. Wilson 
did not agree. Nearly all the floating bonds, he 
said, were already taken. There was the chance 
to make the national banks depositariea of in- 
ternal revenue receipts and have them put up 
their bonds as collateral. Relief from a strin- 
gency might be had in this way. 

Presidents Olcott and Vermilye both think the 
Jaw gives the Secretary, the right to make out- 
side purchases. With this President Coe agrees, 
and says that the action of the President and 
Secretary should be highly spoken of as of great 
value to the commercial community. 

Other members of the banking fraternity who 
Were not present at the conference — with 
those who bad been there in their views of the 
Administration’s policy on monetary questions. 
President Stewart, of the United States Trust 
Company, holds that the Secretary is not re- 
stricted to the sinking fund requirements. This 
belief he has found widespreadamong bankers. 
President Richard King, of the Bank of Com- 
merce, was not present at the conference, but 
he said to areporter that he looked at the situa- 
tion hopetully. President Hazard, of the Amer- 
ican Loan and Trust Company,is of a like belief.

Most considered, incidentaily to the discussion 
of this subject, the talk at the conference drifted 
at times to the project that the banks should be 
made depositaries of Guvernment funds on a 
much larger scale than at present. But this 
Was s00u dropped, because only the excise rev- 
enue could be given to the banks, the receipts 
from customs duties going directly to the Sub- 
Treasury. Besides, the institutions to which 
the funds of the Government would be in- 
trusted would have to give security to a 
very large amount, and the result would be that 
the practical assistance to the country at large 
would be comparatively small. So thought the 
majority, but there was a minority with great 
hopes for the usefulness of the banks as depos- 
itaries for the Nation’s surplus wealth. 

What it learned of the conference’s doings 
after its adjournment was as pleasing to Wall- 
street as the announcement that such a meeting 
was being held had been. It helped on the be- 
lief, already pretty well tormed, that a tight 
Toney market was not necessarily inevitable 
for the next few months.

traffic. The State Comittee laid their plans 
with much care and ere long set the ball rolling. 
Disullers, dealers, and saloon keepers contrib- 
uted funds with which to carry on the fight, and 
it was soon understood that the National Pro- 
tective Association could be relied upon for 
assistance. The work of the anti-Prohibition- 
ists was conducted in a quiet way, but was none 
the less eflective. Unlike those in Texas, 
most of the politicians kept silent on the 
question, despite frequent appeals made by 
lewspapers for an expression of opinion on 
their part. A large majority of the weekly jour- 
nals declared in tavor of the amendment, and 
not a few were stroug onthe other side. A few 
papers remained neutral, giving both sides an 
opportunity to be hgard. The /ssue, the organ of 
the Prohibitionists, uas heen extensively eircu- 
lated, and the different counties have been 
flooded with literature tending to show that pro- 
hibition bas failed wherever tried. 

Larly in the campaign George 8S. Kinney, 
President of the Liquor Dealers’ Protective As- 
sociation of Teunessee, issued an address to the 
people, giving reasons why the amendment 
should not be adopted. The docuftnent contained 
Statistica of the revenues derived from the 
liquor trattic by the State, counties, and cities, 
and showed that tbe loss of revenue resulting 
trom the suspension of the traffic would have toa 
be mude up by increased taxation to meet 
urgent demands upon the Treasury of tbe State. 
Mr. Kinney referred at length to crime in ‘Ten- 
nessee and denied that the tratiic was respon- 
sible for the preponderance of crime and cost of 
prosecutions to the State. He said that the 
State received each year from liquor licenses the 
sum of $221,745 34; the counties get $253,- 
838 22, and the cities and towns $123,987 75, 
making the total sum of annual revenues ¢€ol- 
lected in Tennessee on liquor lieenses $3599,- 
571 31. Theaddress contended that the State 
would incur a risk of $5,000,000 on the question 
of compensation, and that the annual logs of 
rentals by the vacation of property now occu- 
pied by liquor men would amount to $750,000. 
Mr. Kinney’s address was given a wide circula- 
tion, and had its etfect. 

The Hon. Joseph H. Fussell, President of the 
State Temperance Alliance,alsv issued an address 
He stated that Tennessee received in 1886 the 
sum of $141,744 34 from tipplers and wholesale 
dealers, while the State paid out over $300,000 
tor costs incurred by prosecuting persons whuse 
crimes were principally due to liquor. State 
Treasurer Thomas, responding to an inquiry, 
stated that the Controller collected $222,000 last 
year on account of liquor dealers’ privileges 
and merchants’ tax on liquor. Difticulty had 
been experienced in meeting current expenses, 
and in order tu vay the January and July inter- 
ext on the State debt the State had been obliged 
to borrow $315,000, and while the major part of 
the loan would be made next February and 
March, from $250,000 to $300,000 must be 
borrowed for the payment of interest in Janu- 
ary, 18-8. “Should this source of revenue 
{from the liquor traffic] be cut off,” said the 
Treasurer, “it is more than probable that the 
State officials will not be able to effect a loan or 
loans to meet thig interest; consequently, on the 
lst of January next the State wiil have to de- 
tauit in the payment of the interest on her bond- 
ed debt. This will cause the Governor to call 
the Legislature in extra session at an expense of 
$30,000, and when it convenes it will be forced 
to levy an additional tax of 10 or 15 cents.” 
This letter was used by the antis for all it was 
worth. 

The fact that many ministers have taken an 
active partin the campaign has caused much 
discussion. It has been waintained on one side 
that preachers ought not to meddle with poli- 
tics, and on the other that they would be recre- 
ant toduty were they to keep out of the con- 
test. Most of the ministers have been outspoken 
tor prohibition, but there are othera, although 
very few in number, who entertain opposite 
views. The ministers, laymen, women, and 
others whe believe in prohibition have made a 
vigorous campaign, and the vote on Thursday 
wiilshow what a remurkatle growth of senti- 
ment in favor of prohibition there has been in 
this State during the past three years.

MOoNTREAL, Sept. 28.—Trial by jury is in 
this province rapidly becoming a farce. A young 
French Canadian named Lesieur was charged in 
the Court of Queen's Bench with robbing the 


mails, and the evidence against him was as clear 
as could possibly be, the chief witness for the 
defense being committea by Judge Baby for 
perjury. The jury was composed of six French 
Canadians, three Irish Catholics, and three Prot- 
estauts. ‘the Frenchmen held out for a verdict 
of acquittal, while the English and Irish were 
unanimous for aconviction. They were locked 
up all night, and to-day they reported that they 
could not agree. In discharging them Judge 

Zaby, himself a French Canadian, rated the 
French jurors tor their absurd national preju- 
dices, and wagned them that they haa ¢omurit- 
ted perjury. e committed the prisoner to jail 
till the next term of the Queen’s Bench. is

THE PRESIDENT AND LABOR. 
SERS ES 
ATTEMPT TO MAKE HIM THE AGENT 
OF A BOYCOTT. . 
CuiIcaGco, Sept. 28.—President Cleveland 
will be made the recipient of one communication 
on or before his arrival in Chicago that will, in 
the opinion of the professional labor agitators 
and idiots of the town, furnish him with 
food for stuay and reflection. The organized 
carpenters of Chicago are about to inaugurate a 
strike for Presidential recognition of their pre- 
rogative to control the carpener trade. The 
situation is peculiar. When the great brick- 
layers’ strike was settled by arbitration a 
few weeks ago, the carpenters’ troubles 
were still in progress. The Master Car- 
penters’ Association refused to recognize 
the unions, and as _ individuals declined 
to pay 35 cents an hour, the wagea demanded by 
the union. A guerrilla warfare has been main- 
tained ever since, the interest being centred 
mainly upon two jobs, the Haymarket Theatre 
and the Auditorium Building. 
Having disposed of the Haymarket by declar- 
ing a boycott against it, the carpenters cast 
about for an opportunity to get even with the 


Auditorium, upon which 50 non-union carpen- 
ters are steadily employed. The announce- 
ment that President Cleveland would visit 
Chicago, and while here assist in the laying 
of the cornestone of the Auditorium, was re- 
ceived with joy by their leaders. Here was the 
chance. The first man that thought of it 
grabbed a pencil and wrote a set of resolu- 
tions, setting forth that the Auditorium 
Was notorious “as the haven of non-union car- 
penters and other tradeamen;’’ stating that if 
the President laid the cornerstone of the struct- 
ure they would not join in the parade in his 
honor, and declaring that * labor's rights must 
be secured and recognized at all hazards.” 
Resolutions similar to the above have been in- 
troduced and passedin several Knightsof La- 
bor and car-penters’ assemblies, Local Assembly

No. 6,570 taking the initiatory stepslast 
Monday night. Copies of the resolutions passed 
were sent to the 11 Knights of Labor 


assemblies, and the 24 brotherhood carpenter 
unions. The originators of the movement in- 
tend to compile the resolutions passed by the 
different organizations and send a persona! let- 
ter requesting the President to decline to lay 
the cornerstone of the boycotted building. 
“This plan will be carried out to the letter,” 
said one ef the monumental asses engaged in 
this interesting euterprise to-day. ‘At all 
events we shall atcomplish one of two things. 
We shall either secure revenge upon the 
Auditorium syndicate or place President 
Cleveland on record upon the labor question. 
These great politicians are always talking about 
the rights of labor, and we nuw propose to see 
just how much of a union man Mr. Cleveland is. 
Our position will be sustained by 2,000,000 
workmen belonging to all parties. The Social- 
ists cut no figure in this matter, and have not 
been consulted init. I wonder what Cleveland 
will say.”

REVIVED. 





AN INNOCENT MAN MURDERED AND 
THE CRIMINAL SHOT DOWN. 
KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 28.—The Turner- 

Sawers feud in Bell County, Ky., has been re- 

newed. Atleast, two more lives have been sac- 

rificed. Trouble began afresh last Saturday 
night on Yellow Creek, 10 miles northeast of 

Pineville, the county seat of Bell County. 

Howard Monroe, Lewis Bird, and Miss 

Edith Turner, a daughter of Jack Turner, 

who was assassinated on the streets of 

Pineville a few weeks ago, teft that 

place early Saturday morning and drove to the 

residence of John Myers, on Yellow Creek, to 
spend Sunday. That night after supper the 

Myers family and their guests were seated 

around the fire in the sitting room chatting 

pleasantly when two pistol shots were heard 
from the outside and Howard Monroe was 


seen to fall from his chair to 
the floor withont a word. He was 
placed on a bed and died within a 


few minutes. The first shot, it seems, was fired 
at the lamp, aa the chimney was shattered and. 
the light went out. The next shot went through 
Monrove’s heart. The bullet passed so near Migs 
Turner’s head as to sever a lock of her hair, 
The young woman ran to the window and raw @ 
inan running from the house, but could not ree- 
ognize him. One John Pierce, a member of the 
notorious Turner gang, was suspected, and war- 
rants were issued for his arrest. 

A courier from Piueville who arrived in the 
city this morning to buy a supply of Winchester 
rifles and ammunition states that Pierce was | 
overtaken by the Sheriff and his posse yesterday | 
near the scene of the crime and riddled with 
bullets. He was overtaken in the road with 
a friend, Thomas Henderson, another of 
the Turner gangs He was ordered to 
halt, but turned ‘on the Sheriff, firing 
three suots, one of them slightly wounding a 
Deputy Sheriff The posse then opened fire on 
the young desperadv and wounded him in sev- 
eral places. He will die. Henderson escaped 
at the time with a slight fiesh wound in the 
shoulder. He was aiterward arrested and 
lodged in the Paineville Jail for complicity in 
the murder of Monroe. 

The ouly cause alleged for the killing is that 
Jack Turner was shot from a hotel kept by Mon- 
roe’s uncle, the Turner gang always believing 
that young Monroe and his uncle were 
implicated. The greatest excitement  pre- 
vails at Pineville. Throughout Bell Coun- 
ty 1t was hoped by the peaceably dis- 
posed citizens that all trouble was at an 
end, and:they fear that much bloodshed will 
follow. The citizens are organizing and pro- 
pose to put down the outiaw element. The 
saddest part of tie Monroe tragedy is that the 
young man and Miss Turner were engaged to be 
married.

THE YACHTS READY FOR THE 
SECOND SIRUGGLE. 

THE VOLUNTEER AND HER FRIENDS CON- 
FIDENT AND THE THISTLE’S OWNER 
NOT HOPELESS OF SUCCESS. 

The second of the contests for the Amer- 
ica’s Cup will take place to-day, and the most 
knowing yachtsmen believe that by to-night the 
prized trophy will be perfectly safe. 

The race to-day will be 20 miles to windward 
or leeward and return. It is desirable to have 
the first 20 miles sailed to windward, but the 
wind may not permit this. Indeed, in the last 
two struggles for the cup, this race had to be 
sailed to leeward and return. If the wind should 
be north, northwest, or west, for instance, it 
would be impossible to sail 20 miles to wind- 
ward from either the Scotland or Sandy Hoo 
Lightship, and the race would have to be sailed 
to leeward. If the wind should be east, south- 
east, or east, on the other hand, the race could 
be sailed to windward. 

If the wind is easterly or westerly the yachts 
will go along the Long Island shore as far as 
the Far Rockaway beach, when they will turn 
the outer mark. Of course they will not be very 
close to the shore, but it will be possible to dis- 
tinguish them if the weather is clear, Ifthe 
wind is northerly or southerly they will go down 
the Jersey coast, about to Spring Lake, where 
they will turn the outer mark. If the wind is 
southeast or northwest the yachts will go out to 
sea and be lost to sight from the nearest shores.

LONDON, Sept. 28.—The yachtsmen of the 
Clyde are astounded at the result of yesterday’s 
contest between the Thistle and the Volunteer, 
aud the majority are despondent respecting the 
result of the series of races. Many blame Capt. 
Barr, of the Thistle, for standing in too close to 
land, aud reason thatit was by doing so he lost 
yesterday's race. Capt. Campbell, of the yacht 
Silen, says he remains hopeful of the result, and 
ciaims that the 'Lhistle’s best chances are in the 
outside, or ocean, course. 
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Thus it will be seen that, ina fine breeze, the 
race was suiled in a tritie over five hours, which 
is excellent, the total distance sailed being about 
47 wiles. 

Last year the Mayflower. and Galatea had no 
such good luck, and much ofthedistance by 
which the former beat the latter was due to the 
unsatisfactory conditions of weather. The wind 
when the racers started was fairly good from 
the northwest and the course was 20 miles to 
the southeast. The yachts went out under club 
tovsails, spinnakers, and balloon jib topsaiis. 
The wind kept diminishing all day, and the May- 
flower came near not finishing within seven 
hours. Much time had been lostin waiting at 
the start, and hence it was late when the race 
was over.

SaraToGa, Sept. 28.—After a two day? 
convention the Democracy has delivered itself 
of a platform and selected a tieket for use this 
Fall. Two of the five nominees, Seeretary of 
State Cook and Treasurer Fitzgerald, having 
served only a single term, were renom- 
imated in accordance with Democratic 
usages. Two others, Messrs. Wemple and 
Bogart, had 010 opponentsand were nominated by 
acclamation for the offices of Controller and 
State Engineer and Surveyor, respectively. The 
only contest was over the nomination for Attor- 
ney-General, and that was settled in a single 
ballot by the selection of Charles F. Tabor, 
of Buffalo, by a majority of 54 over 
William A. Poucher, of Oswego. Mr. Tabor’s 
canvass was originally pressed by Simon Pure 
Hillmen. In its closing stages Wilson 8S. Bia-ell 
and other stanch Cleveland men brought ali the 
influence which they possessed to bear in ita 
favor. Mr. Poucher had the support of Cleve- 
land men as well as of Hill men and partieu- 
larly of a number of the old and trusted 
lieutenants of Daniel Manning, who had 
opposed his ambitionsin previous conventions. 
At onetime it was even proclaimed by Mr. Hill 
that he was an Administration candidate. 
It seems to be conceded that he 
had the convention on Monday. The longer 
the hour for the choice was delayed, 
the greater were the chances of the opposition, 
@ circumstance which the friends of Mr. Tabor 
made the most of. Itis accepted as a fact thaf 
no outspoken opponent of either the Governor oF 
the President could have been nominated. 

One of the most important results of the con 
vention, from a practieal Point of view, is the 
determination of the character of the new State 
Committee. The Governor began a canvast 
last Fall to secure a majority of its 34 
members. His purpose was divined by the 
friends of Mr. Cleveland some months ago, and 
the result of their labors is a committee, two- 
thirds of which, roughly speaking, are men of 
kindred sympathies. A committee that can de

[6 
Was not ready to report at 10 o'clock, the hour 
for the asxembling of the convention, ner ha: it 
concluded its labors an hour and a half later, 
when Chairman George S, Raines called the cou- 
vention to order and expisuined the situation. 
For tired delegates they were tolerabiy good- 
natured. Many were ready to adjourn for an 
hour or so, but Senator Murphy’s proposition to 
retire until 2 o’clock was appalling, and they 
voted it down. 

The Committees on Credentialsand Permanent 
Organization were ready to report and the dele- 
zates insisted upon hearing from them. Mir. 
Herrick read the conclusions reached by Lis 
committee. In only one case did the commiitee 
reverse the decision of the State Committee. In- 
stead of allowing the delegation of Deputy Col- 
lector Charles P. McClelland, in the Third West- 
chester District, to retain its seats the committee 
expelled it and admitted the delegates of the 
Nelson-Stahinecker faction. The delegates of 
the same faction in the Second Weatcheater Dis- 
trict were not disturbed. Neither were those of 
the First District. The latter are the trienas of 
Collector McClelland. Though not a delegate, 
McClelland was substituted in order to make the 
tight against Stabinecker and Neilson. The re- 
port of the committee on the other centests may 
thus be summarized: The Herrick-Mannizng 
delegates are seated from Albany and the 
Meegan men given no recognition what- 
ever. The so-called Davis delegation from 
Broome is seated. The Cayuga delegates, whe 
were gathered by Postmaster Moser, of Auburn, 
were passed overand their opponents, the merry 
men of Darston, whom the Governor appvinted 
Warden of Auburn Prison, were recoxpized. 
The Irving Hall men have simply been “ boost- 
ed,” chiefly because they are deputy Kepublic- 
ans. The Onondaga delegates selected by the 
Mowry men are, as usual, admitted and the 
Jenny crowd, backed by Chief-Justice Ruger, of 
the Court of Appeals, can now go back to Syra- 
cuse and yote for Blaine, as they did three years 
ago. The Orleans delegates, elected by Collee- 
tor of Internal Revenue James Hanlon, were 
politely bowed out, just as the Moser men were. 

The convention unanimously meorsed the 
findings of Mr. Herrick’s committee, and they 
listened to the repurt of Congressman Tim 
Campbell’s Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion. It continued George 8. Raines as perma- 
nevt Chairman, Philip Backus as Secretary, and 
D. R.,Carvaiho as Recording Secretary. . 

Anthony Barrett, of Kings, who was disgusted 
with the quarrels of the countrymen before the 
Comm .t:ee on Contested Seats, thonght he would 
launch « little reform on the troubled sea o [pol 
ities. He introduced, therefore, the following 
resvlution: 

Resolved, That the General Committee of every 
county of this State be and they are heretw Te- 
quired to adupt suitable and just rules and regula- 
tions for the government of primary and caucus 
elections for the election of delegates to the varioas 
conventions appointed tor the selection oi delegaies 
to State Cunventions, 

A wan with an immense head and mighty ab- 
dowinal development arose in the New-York 
delegation to make the point of order that the 
resolutien Was too vague and that the con- 
vention had no power in the matter anywuy, 
Chairman Raines remarked: “The poimt vi 
Justice Clancey is overruled.” Thomas F. Gil- 
roy, of Tammany, was also overruled on & point 
to the effect that all resolutions must go to the 
Resolutions Commitiee. Again the Dian of 
tlesh arose.” This time he moved totabie the 
resolution, and the convention sustained Lis 
motion. The convention then adjourned foran 
hour, the Platform Cowmittee baving promised 
to be ready art the end of that time. f 

Upon reassembling Chairman Dorsbeimer 
mounted the stage, bearing the precious piat- 
fourm n his hand. te had beaten down the op- 
position in his cowmittee, and that was evi 
dent from his manner.

The convention listened with the 
closest attention to the platform. Those planks 
indorsing the Federal and the State A:lministra- 
tion were received with a “Hi! Bi! Mil’ and 
enthusiastic applause. The closing sentence of 
the last plank, expressing strong and upwaver- 
ing couthdencein and support of Grover Cleve- 
laud, was purposely read by the ex-Lieutenant- 
Governor with great impressiveness. The senti- 
ment was received with a mighty shout. Anti- 
Cleveland monomaniacs are requested to 
make a note of all that has occurred in. this 
year's convention. Mr. Dorsheimér had hardly 
concluded when Delegate McQuinn, of Saratoga, 
offered an amendment to the ponderous structure 
erected with so much difficulty.

Be- 
sides these, there are several hundred articles 
among the 4,182 articles now taxed which should 
be swept off the tax list into the free List, 
thereby diminishing the cost of collecting all 
our seaport taxes, and casting away those which are 
petty, needless, and vexatious. We also urge an im- 
mediate enactment of the measures prepared by Mr. 
Manning and Mr. Hewitt and reported to the last 
House by the Committee of Ways and Means to sys- 
tewmatize, simplify, and economize the machinery 
fer the collection of the customs revenues, and espe- 
cially for making correct appraisements of foreign 
values wherever ad valorem rates of duty shall be 
retained. 

Public Lands,—To all citizens born in foreign lands 
and to the multitude of our native citizens who de- 
sire to obtuinand securely hold their own homes, 
the Democratic Party has rendered inestimabie 
service in reclaiming from speculative railroad cor- 

orations the publielands, which such corporations, 
by the corrupt aid of Republican Administrations 
had seized, to be disposed of for their private gains. 
Many millions of acres of these lands have been 80 
recovered by the Democratic Administration and re- 
turned to the people for the use of actual settlers, 

The Democratic Party is the proved friend of all 
Who have come to our country seeking to become 

artners in its welfare and citizens obedient to its 
aws. Thereis in our America bread enough and 
work enough for all, and the Federal laws now on 
the statute book for the promotion and protection of 
foreign emigration do not,in our opinion, if they 
shall be faithfully executed by the proper Federal 
and State authorities, require present enlargement 
or amendment. 

The Democracy of New-York reiterate their sup- 
port of the civ:l service laws of the United States 
and of the State of New-York and their purpose to 
uphold them both. In view of the radical change 
in administrative methods which grow outof the 
civil service laws,and the differences of opinion 
which exist in relation thereto, we deem the subject 
one which mightappropriately be submitted to the 
popular vote. ; 
Notwithstanding the decided decrease in the ordi- 
nary expenditures of Government, the faithful sol- 
diers, sailors, and their famiiies have been geuer- 
ously remembered, and the annual pension list under 
Democratic control shows payments in nuinber and 
amount largely in excess of those during the years 
of Republican Adniiuistration. 

The Democracy of the State of New-York deplore 
the wronga inflicted on Ireland by the coercive and 
despotic power of the English Government and ex- 
press tothat suffering people the earnest hope that 
they may speedily enjoy the blessings of home rule 
and of civil liberty. 

Canals,—In order to secure the necessities of life 
to our people and raw materials for the employment 
ot our industries and the building up of our towns 
and cities at the lowest practicable cost, we favor 
the continuance of the work of lengthening the 
locks and of cleaning out the channels of the canals 
upon the plan recommenfed by the late Gov. Sey- 

our, and in progress by the State. The State of 
Now-York needs and will accept no Federal aid 
for the improvement or maintenance of its canal 
system. : 

We favor a revised excise law, applicable, without 
unjust discrimination, throughout the State. We 
oppose all sumptumry laws needlessly interfering 
with the personal liberties and reasonable habits 
and customs of auy portion of our citizens. We be- 
lieve that excise revenues, like other proper local 
revenues, should be applied in lessening local bur- 
dens and to the reduction of local taxation. 

Home Rule.—We asgert the right of local self- 
goverrment for cities, and demand that the Legisiat- 
ure shail provide general laws for the exercise of 
that right. We heartily approve of such legislation 
as shall give the fullest protection against simulated 
products to the farm and dairy interests. The op- 
pressive hours of labor demanded of their em- 

loyes by many corporations, deriving large proiits 
rom the use of public streets or land acquired 
for public use, should be so regulated by law 
that no more than 10 hours shall be required for a 
day’s work, and all corporations, other than munici- 
pal, should be required to pay their employes whose 
wages are by the day once a week and in money. 
The Democratic Party, the party of the people, 
which in the past has inaugurated and carried 
through all legislation of genuine and lasting benefit 
to those who work for wages, is always ready to 
favor such legislation as may be justly required to 
protect and promote their interests and welfare. 

State Administration.—New-York State now en- 
ee the benefit of a Democratic State administra- 

ion, which has well fulfilled the trust committed to 
it by the electors in 1885. In every branch of the 
State Government under Democratic control the 
laws have been carried into effect with rigor and 
justice, and every — of the people has been zeal- 
ously maintained. Wherefore, we heartily indorse 
the administration of the Hon. David B. Hill, Gov- 
ernor of New-York, and pledge to him our full confi- 
dence and support. 

National Administration.—The Democracy ot New- 
York approve the Administration of Grover Cleve- 
land, President of the United States. It has won 
the respect and confidence of all citizens without re- 
gard to party. It has removed that apprehension of 
the dangers which would attend change of party in 
the Federal Administration which had become a 
serious obstacle to the maintenance of our system of 
a free Government os qed upon the popular will. 
It has brought back honesty and simplicity to 
the conduct of affairs. It has 
waste of the public moneys and insisted 
upon their devotion to constitutional pur- 
poses. It has effected a practical reform of the 
civil service. It has maintained the national char- 

ter for justice and forbearance in dealing with 

‘oreign countries. Its management of the Treasury 
has been signally wise and prudent, and it has beguao 
the reconstruction of our nuval establishment with 
a thoroughness that promises the restoration of our 
ancient prestige upon the sea.

D. Cady Herrick, of Albany, seconding the nom- 
ination. 

The Secretaries of the convention now sharp- 
ened their pencils and prepared for work, for the 
only contest for a nomination, that for Attorney- 
General, was at hand. Herbert P. Bissell, of 
Buffalo, nominated Charles Franklin Tabor, of 
his city, and C. N. Bulger, of Oswego, nominated 
his jtownsman, William A. Poucher. In behalf 
of the solid Kings delegation Almet F. Jenks 
seconded Mr. Tabor’s nomination, Mr. Jenks 
was inclined to be facetious, He insisted that 
the Republican candidate for Attorney-General

Col. John R. Fellows 
spoke for Mr. Poucher in behalf of the 
County Democracy.

The contest in the 
Westchester District led to this change and 
grievous is the disappointment of John 
O’Brien and Judge Muller, who con- 
trolled the old committeeman from that 
district, As Judge Muller scans the 
list of committeemen he is obliged to admit that 
the only true biue, thick and thin supporters of 
Goy. Hill are Preston of Ulster, Beckwith of 
Herkimer, Brown of Chenango, Deland of 
Monroe, Sutiey of Wyoming, O’Brien of Duchess, 
and Muller of Chemung, Combinations might 
be made or circumstances arise by which Foley 
of Saratoga, Murphy of Rensselaer, Kirk of 
Onondaga, Walker of Steuben, and the four 
Kings men would give the Governor assistance 
if he requested it as @ personal favor. The com- 
mittee may be set down as ironclad for Cleve- 
land. 

Immediately upon the adjournment of the 
convention the committee met. Not all its 
members were present, and this and other con- 
siderations led to an adjournment until Wednes- 
day next, when it will again meet at the Hoff- 
man House in New-York for the purpose of 
organization. Ex-Mayor Edward Murphy, of 
Troy, and D, Cady Herrick, of Albany, are can- 
didates for the committee’s Chairmanship. 
Judge Muller aud Cord Meyer, Jr., are candi- 
dates for the Secretaryship. The Cleveland men 
may conclude to let both offices go by default, 
conscious that whenever they require any- 
thing worth having of the committee they 
have only to call the roll, If Messrs. Murphy 
and Muller should be seleeted, somewhatof a re- 
sponsibility for the result of the campaign 
would, of course, rest upon their shoulders. 
The struggles over the possession of committee- 
men have not been altogether devoid of benefits 
to the party. Two gentlemen, ex-Congress- 
man Robert 8. Stevens and David Dishler, dis- 
appear as factors in committee meetings. Su- 
perintendent Maxwell was unable to foist a 
man after his own heart upon the committee 
trom his district, but he was able to contribute 
to the downfall of his ancient enemy, Stevens. 

The proceedings of the Committee on Con- 
tested Seats and the Committee on Platform 
possessed unusual interest. Much of their work 
was done after midnight, and in the case of the 
former little could be gathered of its proceed- 
ings for the morning newspapers. It was 3:30 
o’clock this morning wheu Robert B. Nooney, 
of Irving Hall, was yranted an opportunity to 
present his answer to the proposition to select 
one Congressional district where a contest 
could be made over the seats of delegates from 
that district. Mr. Nooney told the committee 
that Irving Hall could not accede to the 
proposition, as to do so would result in giving 
the committeemen from the New-York City dis- 
tricts that would be uncontested a chance to 
vote against Irving Hall. The resolution under 
which the committee was appointed debarred, 
as he had discovered, members whose seats were 
contested from voting on the contest in which 
they were personally interested. It was ap- 
parent that Irving Hall was afraid that if they 
abandoned the contest of the entire city delega- 
tion and centested only the delegates from one 
district an advantage would be gained by Tam- 
many Hall and the County Democracy. The 
members of the committee were in no humor to 
trifle with the Irving Hali question. Mr. Nooney 
was told in no uncertain terms that his contest 
of the entire city delegation was preposterous. 
He must contine his contest to one or more Con- 
gressional districts. Col. John R. Fellows fortified 
this statement by showing that the commites 
could not, under the rules of the convention, or 
the usages of the Democratic Party, consider a 
contest covering the eutire city. Chairman Her- 
rick held this to be good doctrine, and Mr. 
Nooney once more conferred with his friends, 
Charles G. Cornell, E. L. Ridgway, and Nicholas 
Haughton, after which he announced that Irving 
Hall had determined to contest the delegation 
from the Sixth Congressional District. The an- 
nouncement of this choice had scarcely been 
made when Mr. Nooney reconsidered his de- 
termination, and selected the Eighth Congres- 
sional District delegation as the one to contest. 
A moment laterhe made another choice, this 
time selecting the Seventh Congressional Dis- 
trict as the place of contest. This choice pleased 
the New-York City delegations, and Police Jus- 
tice Maurice J. Power and Col, Fellows sharp- 
ened their knives for the purpose of dissecting 
the little faction. Mr. Power began the on- 
slaught. 

“The Congressional District which you have 
selected,” he remarked to Mr. Nooney, ‘‘ consists 
of the Second, Third, and Seventh Assembly Dis- 
triocts. [would ask if Irving Hall had a candi- 
date for Assemblyin the Second District, and 
whether the regular Democratic candidates 
were loyally supperted by your faction ?”’ 


Mr. Nooney was forced to admit that Irving 
Hall bad not been loyal to the Democracy in 
the Second Assembly District. Mr. Power put 
the same question with reference to the Third 
Assembly District, and Mr. Nooney was com- 
pelled to make the same admiasion as before. 

“Did your people,” continued Judge Power, 
“not support the Republican nominee for As- 
sembly in the Seventh Assembly District?” 

Mr. Nooney made the required admission. 


“ And right here,” remarked Judge Power, “I 
want to say thatI took a personal interest in 
the contest in that district.; The Democrat who 
was nominated was a very popular man, and I 
knew there would be a close contest, although 
the districtis ordinarily Republican. Hearing 
that Irving Hall was supporting the Republio- 
an nominee, I went to the leader of that fac- 
tion in the district and asked him to be loyal to 
the Democracy. He said he would if I paid him 
$500. I talked over the matter with some 
gentlemen in our organization and we came to 
the conclusion thatit would be unwise and un- 
democratic to give $500 to the Henry George 
campaign. The result of Irving Hall’s treach- 
ery was that we lostthe district by about 200 
votes.” 

Mr. Nooney did net deny the foregoing state- 
ments, and Judge Power then asked him about 
last year’s Congressional contest in the Seventh 
Congressional District. “Did you not at first 
indorse Gen. Spinola, the regular Democratio 
candidate ?”’ he inquifed. 

“Yes,” responded Mr. Nooney. 

“And did you not afterward indorse Allen 
Thorndike Rice, the Republican candidate?’ 
was the next question. 


“Mr. Rica was the nominee of the Labor 
Party,” replied Irving Hall’s champion. 

“But he waa indorsed by the Kepublicans, and 
is in fact a Republican,’”’ declared Mr. Power. 

** Yes,” came from Mr. Nooney. 

Judge Power then went outside the Seventh 
Congressional District and showed that Irving 
Hall had supported Republican candidates for 
the Assembly in the First, Sixth, and Ninth As- 
sembly Districts, and had helped the Repub- 
licans in the Twenty-third Assembly District 
and elaewhere, either directly or indirectly. 

Col. Fellows remarked that he hailed from the 
Nineteenth Assembly District, and that he never 
saw any Irving Hali organization in his part of 
the city. It was afaction on paper. No primary in 
his recollection had ever been held by Irving 
Hall in the district, and he knew that primaries 
were not held in adjoining districts. 

Col, Frederick A. Conkling said a few words in 
favor of Irving Hall, but he was evidently too 
much disgusted to say much. Anthony Barrett, 
of Kings County,who had championed the cause 
of Irving Hallin the committee, so that they 
migit make as good a fight as possible, safd 
that enough had been said on the subject, and 
he moved that the committee exclude the con- 
test and close the hearing. This was agreed to, 
and Mr. Barrett said that he was convinced that 
the Irving Hall men Were not Democrats, but 
true,blue Republicans. He then moved that the 
Irving Hall contests be thrown out, and the mo- 
tion was unanimously adopted. 


Despite the firm grip which Mr. Dorsheimer 
managed to keep on the Platform Committee 
throughout the greater part of its deliberations, 
it got away from him once, and he had to send 
word to the corvention hall for all 
members of the committee then  pres- 
ent to come immediately to his parlors, 
The work of the committeo had been intrusted 
to a sub-committee. The Tammany men 
had planned to offer their anti-civil service 
plank as soon as thissub-eommittee had finished. 
It was not until this morning that it presented 
the draft of the platform to the full committee. 
Fifteen of the 34 members of the latter were ab- 
sent and the Tammany men seized the oppor- 
tunity thus presented. Their representatives 
on the committee were ex-Senater Forster, 
Henry Bischoff, Sheriff Grant, and Rastus 8, 
Ransom. Mr. Forster offered the following 
plank and moved its adoption: 


“We declare that popular control of the public 
service is an essential element of a republican form 
of government, and we are opposed to any laws 
which tend to impair the efficiency of the suffrage or 
limit the power of officers chosen by the people to 
control their own subordinates in the performance 
of their public duties.” 


Messrs. Dorsheimer and John E. Devyelin pro- 
tested, and it was rejected by a vote of 9to8. 
Gen. Spinola came in and made the fifth Tam- 
many representative on the committee. To the 
affirmative votes of Tammany were added those 
ofa labor crank named McQuinn, of Saratoga. 
Cc. F. Lamont, of Orange, and Michael O’Brien, of 
Renaselaer, who will be readily -recognized no 
doubt as the celebrated statesmen and platform 
makers. Seeing that there were some among 
those on the opposite sidefwho were in full sym- 
pathy with the reform. The Tammany men 
baited a hook to catch them, They submitted 
the following plank: 

“We declare that pe ard control of the public

Two other members had dropped in, and this 
was adopted by a vote of 11 toS, Thenit was that 
Mr. Dorsheinier beat the drum and summoned 
assistance, being thoroughly disgusted with such 
tomfoolery. Wher the committeemen were 
all present, this last pill was disgorged 
by 24 members, and the plank which appears in 
the platform was adopted. The idea of submit- 
ting something to the people to vote upon, 
though what itshall be is not settled, seems to 
have been borrowed from the Governor’s policy 
of shifting responsibilities when afraid tu as- 
sumo them himself. The civil service plank 
which the sub-committe had reported, and 
which furnished the immediate occasion for the 
action of Tammany, ran as follows: 

“The Democracy of New-York reiterate their vin- 
dication of the civil service law of the United 
States, which applies to only a small part of the 
Federal service aud of the State of New-York, and 
their purpose to uphold both. But we insist that 
the executive rules and regulations to enforce cither 
of those lows shall not restrict nor enlarge the in- 
tention of the law makiug power as set forth in the 
language employed in these statutes.” 

The incident illustrates more than anything 
else the folly of littering a Platform Committee 
with district idiots with votes} rather than 
representative men with ideas. There weres 
great many fine distinctions drawn in the 
committee. For instauce, there was an 
hour’s discussion as to whether’ the 
word ‘‘supported” or ‘indorsed’ should 
be used in a certain sense. The word 
indorse was finally agreed upon. There were 
also some ee tart indulged in, as per ex- 
ample: When Mr. Dorsheimer ealled Nelson J. 
Waterbury ‘“‘an old fossil.” Ex-Mayor Cooper 
submitted certain tariff resolutions, 6mbodying 
the views of Mayor Hewitt. Those were not ac- 
cepted, but instead, the committee accepted 
the views of Mr. Dorsheimer.

Hope Cemetery. 

Eaward Wemple, the candidate for Controller, 
was born at Fultonville, Montgomery County, 
Oct. 23, 1843, of American parentage.

PROPAGATION OF FISH. 

Orrawa, Sept. 28-—The propagation of 
fish in'the lakes and rivers of the Dominion is one 
of the mostimportant features of the work var- 
ried on by the Fisheries Department. During 
the past season upward of 90,000,000 fish of 
every variety taken from the various Govern- 
ment hatcheries have been given theirliberty. 
At this season of the year the fishery officers are 
engaged robbing the parent fish of their spawn. 
This task is going on in various portions of the 
Dominion, the salmon being obtained in the 
Restigouehe River, New-Brunswick. The great 
lakes are being gradully reatocked with white 
fish, the American Government co-operating in 
the work. Various kinds of trout as well as 
pickerel and bass are also propagated .by the 
Fisheries Department. The Federal Lobster 
Commission has concluded its labors.

Michigan, Minnesota, Delaware, West Virginia, 
Washington Territory, and Kentucky, Col. 
Charlies G. Stifel, Assistant Marshal. Tenth—Ar- 
kansas, Ilorida, Gulf, Dakota, Oregon, New- 
Mexico, Moutana, Rhode Island, Tennessee, 
Georgia, Texas, Utah, Idaho, Arizona, brigade 
of naval veterans and sons of veterans, Capt. 
Henry Zeigeuheim, Assistant Marshal. 

Here and there a post armed with muskets or 
a drum corps broke the monotony of the line. 
As the column passed under the beautiful stained 


glass transparency of Gen. Grant on Fourth-- 


street between Locust and 8t. Charles streets, 
all the men uncovered their heads and marched 
by in silence, The head of the procession reached 
the Grand Army arch that spans Olive street at 
Tweifth, at noon, and Commander-in-Chief Fair- 
child, Gen. Sherman, ex- Vice-President Hannibal 
Haulin, the war Governors, and otuer dis- 
tinguished guests left their carriages and took 
their positions on the grand stand just east of 
the arch. Across the street and facing the grand 
stand, Grand Marshal Grier and staff sat in their 
saddies, while the rain increased in volume and 
for an hour and a half poured down on the heads 
of the passing soldiers. Missouri’s contingent 
was 25 minutes in passing, Illinois was 15 
minutes, and Kansas 12. The other States 
were represented by posts and regiments. Along 
the line of march were thousandsot buys in biue 
who theught it too wet to march, In the balcony 
of the grand stand Commander-in-Chief Fairchild 
and Gen. Sherman, partly protected from the 
storm, bowed to the boys as they passed, ac- 
knowledging continually the rousing cbeers 
that went up from each post as they filed by in 
company front. 

Here and there throughout the different divia- 
ions marched a colored post, and their salute 
was invariably a signal for applause from those 
in the grand stand, which several times was 
taken up by the crowd aud prolonged into a 
hearty cheer. The dripping flays received much 
boisterous notice, and asa squad carrying the 
tattered remnants of battle flags passed by the 
enthusiasm became unbounded. Throughout 
the column an occasional warrior carried a cane 
or & pole on which was dangling a chicken, leg 
of mutton, side of bacon, cabbage, or some other 
representation of a foraging expedition. As the 
right of the line reached its destination the 
troops broke ranks and hastened back to the re- 
viewing stand to get a glimpse of the Command- 
ers. They came with such a rush that it threat- 
ened the destruction of the rest of the column, 
but the mounted staff of the Illinois Division 
soon forced a way through the crowd and 
cleared @ passage. At1:30 o’clock the Sons of 
Veterans breught up the rear, and the crowd 
made a rush forthe grand stand to see and 
shake hands with “Uncle Billy.” The Gen- 
eral refused to respond to the numerous calis for 
a speech, and finding an opportunity slipped into 
@ Carriage and was quickly driven away. 

The ren ano opened in the Entertainment 
Hall of the Exposition Building at 3:30 P. M. 
The Commander-in-Chief, Gen. Fairchild, pre- 
sided. In his annual address the General ear- 
nestly cautioned every member that he keep a 
watchful guard over himself when he acta or 
speaks as @® member of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, and not unconsciously further 
schemes foreign to the legitimate purposes of 
the organization. Article IX., forbidding the 
organization for partisan purposes, had, so far 
a8 he knew, been strictly obeyed in letter and 
spirit. Vhe total number of} members borne on 
the rolls of the order at the lastgNational En- 
campment was 326,499. The number re- 
ported June 30, 1887, was 372,674, an 
actual gain in five quarters of 46,157. 
The amount reported expended in charity 
from March, 1886, to Marck, 1887, inclusive, 1s 
$253,934 43. This money was disbursed toj17,607 
comrades and their families, and 8,999 others 
were assisted, giving 26,608 individuals who 
had received benefits during the year. During 
the year death had claimed 3,406 members. He 
selected for special notice John A. Logan, who 
in life hadjmanifested his love not only in words, 
but by active public and private efforts. 

Gen. Fairchild said aletter was received by 
him from Joseph W. Drexel offering in perpetu- 
ity the cottage on Mount McGreger, in which 
Gen. U. 8. Grant spent his last days, to the sur- 
vivors of those gallant men who saved the coun- 
try, the only conditions being that the cottage 
and surrounding grounds be held in trust by 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, the President of the 
Mount McGregor Railway Company, and an- 
other to be named by the donor. Gen. Fairchild 
recommeuded that it be referred to the incoming 
Commander-in-Chief, with authority to accept 
satisfactory arrangements. Believing that the 
practice of moving the national headquarters to 
the place where the Commander-in-Chief resides 
is becoming impracticable, owing to the accum- 
ulation of the property of the order, he recom- 
inends that natienal headquarters be situated ta 
some central point, and that an Assistant Ad- 
jutant-General be put in charge. 


The address continues: 


In the matter of pensions, it has becn an aim of 
the order to have Congress grant relief of the press- 
ing needs of the comrades. The Government has 
responded in many instances. Intluence has been 
brought to bear on State legislation and State 
soldiers, and orphans homes and laws for tem- 
porary relief of indigent soldiers and their 
families have been passed, For this work 
more than any other, has the Grand Army, 
of the Republic lived—this more thay all else has 
ennobled its life—for this gg Amy the Grand Army 
willin the future give its earnest endeavors, and 
by reason of its persistent endeavors it will be re- 
membered. The Grand Army, with the 
approval of the people in general, have 
enlisted in this canse men of all shades of 
political belief, have been toremost in these 
efforts, and never until this year has it entered the 
wind of any well informed man to charge that this 
zeal in behalf ofjour needy comrades was of a 
political partisan character. The Grand Army 
of the Kepublic will never consent that 
this question of pensions shall be classed 
among those which men commonly Call partisan, 
There has been no change of opinion or change of 
method in the ranksof the Grand Army members, 
They have been of one mind in considering it but 
sirople justice that the United States should at least 
grant a pension $12 per 
month to all persons swerved three 
months or more in the i yg or naval 
service of the United States during the war of the 
rebellion, and who have been honorably discharged 
therefrom, and who are now or who may hereafter 
be from mental or physical disability, not the result 
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of their own vicious habits, incapacitated for the 
performance of manual labor. 

This has been publicly advocated, and all men who 
care to know have been fuliy aware or the action: 
and x until recently there has been heard no ob. 
jection to such measures. Because others have 
changed their minds the Grand Ariny need not 
therefore change = _—i theirs. The path in 
this direction has been straight. The order 
has diverged neither to the right nor left, 
Because the comrades need help the Grand Army 
will draw closer and closer to them, They 
shall not be the inmates of the common 
pauper house, nor shall their widows or 
orphans, if the Grand Army can prevent it. 
What is asked now in the way of general pensions 
has been asked for years. It is not demandin 
too much. Many members are of the hones 
opinion that is not enough favoring 
a broader measure of relief which will 
embrace all who served a certain leagth of time and 
cun show an honorable discharge, commonly called 
the Service Pension bill. Gen. Fairchilds said he 
Ws not tuere to argue against that a8 an Ultimate 
measure, He wished to do nothing to postpone 
the coming of the long coming day of relief te the 
suffering. 

In fraternity, charity, and loyalty we stand, proud 
of the fact that there is not now, nor has there ever 
been, any bitter feeling of hate for those of our fel- 
low-citizens who, once in arms against us, but now 
being loyal, have long ago taken their old-time places 
in our hearts, never, we devoutly hope, to 
moved therefrom. We have not new, nor have ws 
at any time since the war closed,thad any disposi- 
tion to open again the bloody chastn which once un. 
happily divided this apie We not only will not 
ourselves reopen that dreadful abyss, but we will, 
with the loyal people North and South, protest 
against all attempts which others may make 
to do so by holding up for especial honor 
and distinction anything that pertains to or 
in any manner glorifies the cause of disunion. With 
the people of the South we only seek to continue 
the friendly rivalry long ago entered upon in the ef- 
fort to make our beloved Jand great and prosperous 
and its people intelligent, happy. and virtuous. We 
will rival them in exalting ali that pertains and hon- 
ors this great Union and in condemning everything 
that tends to foster a hostile sentiment thereto, 
We will rival them in earnest endeavors to incul- 
cate in the minds of all the citizeus of this country, 
and especially of our children, a heartfelt love for 
the bited States of America, to the end 
thaf present and coming generations shall 
in every part of the iand believe in and 
inaintain true allegiance thereto, based upon 
a paramount respect for, and fidelity to, its constitu- 
tion and laws,” which will lead them to ‘discoun- 
tenance whatever tends to weaken loyalty, incite 
insurrection, treason, or rebellion, or in any 
manner impairs § the efliciency and perma- 
nency of ouf free institutions,” and will im. 
oh em to “encourage the spread of universal 
iberty, equal rights, and justice to all men,’ 
and to defend these sentiments, which are quoted 
from the fundamental law of our order, with their 
lives if need be, and to the further end that they 
shall so revere the emblems of the Union that un- 
der no circumstances can be eoupled with them in 
the same honorable terms the symbols of a senti- 
ment which is antagonistic to its perpetuity. 


The position taken by the Commander-in- 
Chief on the pension question was received with 
great favor and wari approval, and the econclnu- 
sion of the address and his allusion to the South 
meta most hearty response, and was greeted 
with cheers. 

The Junior Commander-in-Chief made a short 
report and presented the case of A. J. Judkin to 
the prepare! yor who had been robbed of all his 
money and left destitute with his family in the 
city. On motion the matter was referred to the 
Committee on Administration, with power to 
act, and Past Department Commander Thomas, 
of Minnesota, stated that he understood that 
the man was a member of the Department of 
em and if so Minnesota would take care 
of him. 

Comrade Keifer, of Ohio, moved that in ac- 
cordancé with the recommendation of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief the letter of Mr. Drexel, tender- 
ing the Mount McGregor property to the Grand 
Army, be referred to the Commander-in-Chief,to 
be elected by this encampment and a new coun- 
cil of administration, with full power to accept 
the conveyance. On the call of the departments 
a great many resolutions were received and re- 
ferred to the proper committee, and the encamp- 


ment then adjourned until 9 o’olock to-morrow 
morning.

A CLERICAL CONVENTION. 


IGE ANNUAL SESSION OF PROTESTANT 
EPISCOPAL CLERGYMEN BEGUN. 


The annual convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the Diocese of New-York 
opened at St. Augustine Chapel, East Houston- 
street, yesterday. Clergy and lay delegates 
were present from 153 parishes and 3 chapels in 
the counties of New-York, Dutchess, Orange, 
Putnam, Richmond, Rockland, Sullivan, Ulster, 
and Westchester. 

The session opened with communion service 
conducted by the Right Rev. Bishop Henry 0. 
Potter, with a sermon preached by the Rev. 


Clarence Buell, of St. Luke’s Church. In his 
sermon Mr, Buell discussed the possibility of a 
unity among the believers of the Christian 
faith. At 12:15 Bishop Potter,in his robes of 
office, rapped the convention to order and the 
work of erganization was begun. The Right 
Rev. Bishep G. K. Dunlop, of New-Mexico, be- 
ing present, was invited to take a seat by Bishop 
Potter. The Rey. Dr. T. R. Harris was elected 
Secretary, and James Pott was re-elected Treas- 
urer. Reports of committees and Fund Trustees 
were then in order. 

Considerable discussion was caused by the ad- 
verse report of the Committee on Canons upon a 
resolution referred toit last year in regard to 
the prohibition of all services conducted by min- 
isters of the church unless set forth in the Book 
of Common Prayer or authorized by the Ordi- 
nary of the Diocese. The Rev. Dr. Richey said 
that the present position in regard to services of 
this sort was acrying evil, and declared that he 
would to-day move to recommit the subject to 
the Committee on Canons. 

The Trustees of the episcopal fund were in- 
structed to sell the late Bishop’s house, 32 East 
Twenty-second-street, to reserve the proceeds of 
the sale for investment in another house when 
needed, and to increase the general episcopal 
fund by subscription and otherwise to the sum 
of $250,000. On motion of the Rev. Dr. Swope, 
it was voted to fix the Bishop’s salary at 
$12,500 pending the purchase for him of a new 
house. Resolutions of respect to the memory of 
Erastus Brooks were also passed. 

In the evening the members of the convention 
were received by Bishop and Mrs. Potter at the 
clergy house, 29 Lafayette-place. The conven- 
tion continues to-day.

auimals,” that a contagious, infectious, and ¢ommau- 
nicable disease, known as pleuro-pneumouia, exiats 
among Cattle in the counties of Westchester, New- 
York, Richmond, Kings, Queens, and Suffolk, State 
of New-York, that ail cattle in said infected district 
are hereby quarantined until farther notice and 
deemed cattle “affected with acontagious disease,” 
and all persons are prohibited from moving or trans- 

orting any cattle from said counties of Westchester, 

ew-York, Richmond, Kings, Queens, and Suffvlk, 
State of New-York, to any other State or Terri- 
tory of the United States unier penalty of 
sectiong 6 and 7 of the above entitled act; 
eo however, that any cattle that have 

een examined by an Inspector of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, and by said Inspector are certified 
to in writing as being free of pleuro-pneumunia, may 
be transported to auy other State or Territory from 
said infected district within forty-elght hours after 
beiug 80 certified to; and poeriaes, further, thatsaid 
Inspector is furnished with an affidavit mace by two 
disinterested persons, stating that they have known 
said cattle for a period of six months immediately 
prior to the examination, and that during that time 
saidcattle have not been expesed to pleuro-pnen- 
monia, Said Inspector may require further osvi- 
dence that the cattie have not been exposed, andsuch 
proof as he requires must be given him. 

The attention of all persons is called to sections 6 
and 7 of the act of Congress approved May 29, 1884, 
establishing the Bureau of Animal Industry, which 
sections make it a misdemeanor punishable by a 
fine of not less than $100 nor more than $5,000, or 
by imprisonment for not more than one year, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment, fer any transpor- 
tation company or person to receive for transporta 
tion, or to transport or to drive from one State or 
Territory to another, any live stock affected withany 
contagious, infectious, or communicable disease, 
and especially pieuro-pneumonia, or for any person 
or persons to deliver such affected live stock to any 
transportation company.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, slightly warmer, rainy 
weather, light to fresh southerly winds. 


The weakest point in the Democratic plat- 
form is the resolution regarding civil service 
reform. After “‘reiterating” their support 
of the Federal and State laws and “their 
purpose to uphold them both” the Demo- 
erats say: “In view of the radical change 
in administrative methods which grow out 
of the civil service laws, and the differences 
of opinion which exist in relation thereto, 
we deem the subject one which might ap- 
propriately be submitted to the popular 
vote.” As advocates of the reform we ask 
for nothing better than a direct popular 
vote on it, confident as we are that that 
vote would baffle, if it did not silence, its op- 
ponents. But how ridiculous is the attitude 
of the convention, since if the matter were 
submitted to a popular vote the Democrats 
would be pledged by the convention to 
“snpport” and “‘uphold” the reform laws. 
And why sbould they not? The Federal 
law was passed by a Democratic House, 
after it had been introduced by a Demo- 
cratic Senator. Its substance was then em- 
bodied in a State act passed by a Democratic 
Legislature and signed by a Democratic 
Governor. Since its passage the law has 

‘ ‘been made much more strenuous by amend- 
ments approved by Gov. HItt, and he, as 
well as Gov. CLEVELAND, has given to the 
law the most hearty approval, and to its 
excellent effect his most emphatic testi- 
mmony. The resolution is, therefore, a mere 
* gratuitous confession of weakness. 

The subject considered by Secretary Fatr- 
CHILD and the bankers with whom he held 
an informal conference yesterday was 
whether the Treasury is authorized by law 
to purchase more bonds than are required 
by the sinking fund, and, incidentally, how 
far such purchases, if decided to be within 
the authority of the Secretary, would he 
expedient. Among the gentlemen with 
‘whom Mr. FarRcHILD conferred were Mr. 
JORDAN, late Treasurer of the United 
States, and Mr. CaNNon, late United States 
Controller of the Currency. These gentle- 
men, who are extremely familiar with the 
Jaw; agreed with most of those present 
that the case was covered by the act of 
March 3, 1881. This act declares that the 
Secretary may at any time apply the sur- 
plus money in the Treasury ‘to the pur- 
chase or redemption of United States bonds, 
provided that the bonds so purchased or 
redeemed shall constitute no part of the 
sinking fund, but shall be canceled.” Un- 
less there is some other provision of law 
controlling this, this would'seem to be con- 
ciusive. There was a general impression 
among the bankers present that there is no 
prospect of urgent need for any further ac- 
tion by the Secretary. 


The counsel of JacoB SHARP have em 
ployed a Schenectady lawyer to make appli- 
cation to Chief-Judge RuGcer, of the Court 
of Appeals, for a stay of the execution of 
sentence against him pendiug the appeal 
frém the General Term of the Supreme 
Court. There is no intimation whether the 
motion will be entertained and argument 
heard thereon, but there would seem to be 
mo occasion for going all over the ground 

gain except for the purpose of further de- 
jay. That is probably the main purpose of 
the application, even tithont any hope that 
it will be granted. Reports are given out 
that Mr. SHAKP is growing physically worse 
every day, and if a temporary stay can be 
obtained pending the argument and consid- 
eration of the motion, even if it is not 
granted, there may be hope that his illness 
will save him from being carried to the 
State prison. It is not at all probable that 
Judge RuGER will do anything to interfere 
further with carrying out the judgment of 
the court.

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of the contest,,and it is not complicated 
with party considerations, The fight has 
been carried on mainly by the temperance 
organizations on the one side and the 
Liquor Dealers’ Protective Association on 
the other, and both have made a vigorous 
canvass. While it is believed that the 
white people of the State are about equally 
divided on the question, it is said that a 
majority of the negroes have been led to 
oppose the amendment, and if not 
unlikely that their vote may settle 
its fate. The liquor men been 
using the financial argument with con- 
siderable effect and have been 
sisted with statistics by the State Treas- 
urer. The State derives about $220,000 of 
revenue from the liquor traffic, and courties 
and towns considerably 
amount, which would be lost if the amend- 
ment were adopted. The State Treasury is 
already embarrassed,*and the people are 
very much averse to an increase of taxa- 
tion. The argument as to the indirect cost 
of crime and pauperism due to liquor sell- 
ing is not likely to counteract the practical 
effect of the exhibition of figures as to the 
needs of the public Treasury. Perhaps if 
the amendment is defeated the people may 
turn their thoughts to the possibility of re- 
stricting the traffic and at the same time 
increasing the revenue’from it by the sys- 
tem of high license, with local option for 
those places that think more of temperance 
than revenue. 

FF ER IT SE ITT 

The threat attributed to the Commission- 
ers of Emigration to “close Castle Garden” 
in case its claims against the Treasury are 
not recognized, should not have been made. 
It. is doubtful whether the Commissioners 
have the power to enforce this threat, and 
it isnot to be supposed that they seriously 
intend its enforcement. There has been 
much unjust and much just criticism of 
their administration, but we believe 
nobody has ventured to say _ that 
their superintendence of immigration is 
worse than no superintendence at all. 
Whoever will try to imagine the state of 
things that would ensue if arriving immi- 
grants were simply turned loose upon the 
wharves of the steamship companies will 
see that a threat to close Castle Garden is a 
threat to turn the immigrants over to pil- 
lage and the city to riot. The officials of 
the Treasury compliment the Commis- 
sioners by expressing a disbelief that such 
a threat has been made. To make such a 
threat is unwise and undignified; to exe- 
cute it would be criminal and outrageous.

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Yesterday was the hundredth anniversary 
of a noteworthy step connected with the es- 
tablishment of our present Constitution. 
It was on the 28th of September, 1787, that 
Congress acted upon the documents it had 
received from the convention, including the 
signed draft of a Constitution, a set of reso- 
lutions, and an explanatory letter. It ap- 
pears from the records that there were 
present in Congress that day “New-Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, Connecticut, New- 
York, New-Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
and Georgia, and from Maryland, Mr. Ross.” 
The records proceed to declare that Con- 
gress, having received the report of the con- 
vention lately assembled in Philadelphia, 
resolved unanimously that the said report, 
with the resolutions and letter accompany- 
ing the same, be transmitted to the several 
Legislatures, in order to be submitted to a 
convention of delegates chosen in each 
State by the people thereof, in conformity 
to the resolves of the convention made and 
provided in that case. It may be interest- 
ing in these days of centennial reminis- 
cences to note this intermediate step be- 
tween the action of the convention and the 
action of the respective States. 





THE STATE TICKETS. 

For the five State offices to be filled at the 
election on Nov. 8 four tickets have al- 
‘ready been placed in the field, not counting 
the Union Labor Party and the Socialists, 
to whose pretensions no good citizen will 
pay any attention. The nominations made 
by the Democrats at Saratoga yesterday 
complete the work of preparation for the 
contest, and join the issue, or rather the 
various issues, which the voters*of the 
State are asked to decide at the polls. 

Personally and politically the ticket of 
the Democrats is undoubtedly the strongest 
in the field. The honor of a renomination 
was conferred upon Secretary of State 
FREDERICK CooK and State Treasurer 
LAWRENCE J. FITZGERALD in accordance 
with party custom and without any con- 
test. Acceptable service through one term 
in the not very onerous or trying duties of 
the offices which these gentlemen fill has 
justified the choice of the convention. Mr. 
EDWARD WEMPLE is a Democrat of excel- 
lent standing, and may be expected to 
make a creditable record in the office of 
Controller should he have the good fortune 
to be elected. The nomination of Mr. 
CHARLES F. Tabor, the present First 
Deputy in the Attorney-General’s office, to 
succeed Attorney-General O’BRIEN, showed 
that the convention was guided by wisdom 
and good sense, as there was a general ex- 
pectation that this nomination would go toa 
less worthy aspirant. Mr. JoHN BoGART, the 
nominee for State Engineer and Surveyor, 
is an engineer of high standing, whose pro- 
ficiency and experience, together with his 
familiarity with the work of the Engineer’s 
office, gained as a deputy under Mr. SWERT, 
make his election eminently desirable. The 
office is altogether outside of politics, and 
in respect to fitness and professional repu- 
tation Mr. BOGART is incomparably superior 
to his competitors on the other tickets. 

With the exception of Mr. CornNELL, who 
is scarcely the sort of person to be intrusted 
with the responsibilities of a State office, 
the Republican ticket is one which, in re- 
spect to the character of 
dates, will compare favorably with the 
ticket of the Democrats.

Thousands of Republicans in the 
State are disgusted with his leadership, and 
will decline to give their support and their 


| votes to a ticket whose triumph wonld 


serve only to fasten his grip upon the 
party, Without this drawback the pros- 
pects of a Republican victory would be 
excellent. The name of GRANT at the head 
of the ticket would serve to awaken a 
genuine enthusiasm, and the good stand- 
ing of the other candidates, with one ex- 
ception, might justify hard and hopeful 
work. But there is neither pleasure nor 
profit in working for a political prostitute 
like THomas C, PLATT. 

There is one honorable course for the Re- 
publicans who think, with Tur TIMEs, that 
it is not worth while to strengthen this 
man’s hands. They can take this course 
without loss of self-respect or failure in 
their duties as citizens. They can honor 
the memory of Gen. GRANT by voting for 
his son, whom Mr. PLATT would like to see 
defeated, and as to the other offices to 
be filled give their votes to the Demo- 
cratic candidates.

THE DEMOCRATS ON THE TARIFF. 

If there are any Democrats of the Ran- 
dall pattern in New-York they were not 
present at the Saratoga Convention, or, if 
they were, they were silenced by the over- 
whelming preponderance of genuine and 
distinct tariff reform sentiment in the con- 
vention and in the party it represents. The 
resolution relating to the question of taxa- 
tion is as strong and clear as any that have 
been adopted by any convention in the 
Union, and, what is especially significant, 
it is in substance, and almost in words, 
the declaration of the President himself. 
Coming from Mr. CLEVELAND’s own State 
and from the State of ex-Secretary MaAn- 
NING and Secretary FAIRCHILD, on the eve 
of a close contest, and after a certain 
number of professed Democratic jour- 
nals have undertaken to warn the 
Democrats against any pronounced utter- 
ance, this resolution is of extreme impor- 
tance. On the issue of the tariff it fixes the 
position of the ‘Democracy in the greatest 
State of the Union; which must have much 
influence with, the. party throughout the 
eountry, and, »éspetially, it fixes definitely 
the ground on’ which the New-York De- 
mocracy will present Mr. CLEVELAND’S 
name to the National Convention next 
year. It makes it clear beyond any dispute 
that the tariff issue is not to be evaded, and 
that the poliey of the Democratic Party, so 
far as New-York can decide it, will be one 
that is more definite than any avowed by it 
since 1876. 

The resolution on taxation leads the plat- 
form. I¢ is as follows: 


“ The unnecessary Federal taxation of the last 
fiscal. year exceeded $100,000,000. Unneces- 
sary taxation is unjust taxation. Therefore the 
Democracy. of New-V ork demand that Feaeral 
taxation be straightaway reduced by a sum not 
less than $100,000,000 a year, and also re- 
spectiully urge upbn Congress that a measure 
shall be adoped ‘which will, in the language of 
the President’svinangural address, ‘relieve the 
people from -wenedéssary taxation, having a 
due regard to’the’ interests of capital invested 
and workingmen employed in American in- 
dustries.’ The taxes to be first reduced or 
altogether removed are those on imported raw 
rmoaterials, which now assist and promote foreign 
competition with ourselves in our own markets, 
and prevent or hinder the sale of our surplus 
products in foreign markets. Along with 
those taxes should be forthwith remitted 
or reduced the taxation which increases 
the cost to our wage earners of the 
common necessaries of life and the price 
of the common daily clothing of all our people. 
Besides these, there are several hundred articles 
among the 4,182 articles now taxed which 
should be swept off the tax list into the free list, 
thereby diminishing the cost of collecting all our 
seaport taxes, and casting away those which are 
petty, needless, and vexatious. We also urge an 
immediate enactment of the measures prepared 
by Mr. Manning and Mr. Hewitt and reported 
to the last House by the Committee of Ways and 
Means to systematize, simplify, aud economize 
the machinery for the collection of the customs 
revenue, and especially for making correct ap- 
praisements of foreign values wherever ad valo- 
rem rates of duty shall be retained.” 


There are five points of significance in 
this resolution. Tirst, the demand that 
taxation be “‘straightway reduced” by the 
amount of the surplus, $100,000,000. Sec- 
ond, that the import duties on raw ma- 
terials shall be the first to be reduced or 
altogether removed. Third, that the im- 
port duties on the necessaries of life, and 
particularly on common clothing, shall be 
remitted or reduced. Fourth, that the 
petty, needless, and vexatious taxes among 
the 4,000 and over now imposed shall be 
swept away, and finally, that the measure 
known as the Manning-Hewitt bill for sim- 
plifying and harmonizing the laws for the 
collection of revenue shall be passed. 
_This, in brief, is the Administration tariff 
policy. It is the one that has been devel- 
oped, stated, and urged on Congress and on 
the country by Mr. CLEVELAND and by 
both of his Secretaries of the Treasury. It 
is the one which Congress will be asked by 
the Administration to embody in legisla- 
tion at the coming session. Its unqualified 
and unanimous indorsement by the Democ- 
racy of the State of New-York, making it, 
as it does, the policy of the party in the 
President’s State, which is to be the battle 
ground for next year, must have great 
weight with the majority of the House of 
Representatives. 

Absolutely the only ground on which rev- 
enue reform has been effectively opposed in 
the House has been that its adoption by the 
majority would imperil the success of the 
party in the three middle seaboard 
States of which New-York is the 
chief. The Democracy of New-York, 
in its last State Convention before the 
national campaign, and with a full con- 
sciousness of the significance of its utter- 


ances, answers this argument by raising 


the issue of reform in the distinctest possi- | 


ble manner. It will now be for the majority 
in the House to say whether the policy of 
the party in the State which has given to 
the party in the Nation the first President 
it has had in a quarter of a century, and will 
give it, in all human probability, the can- 
didate for 1888, shall be the policy of the 
national Democracy. 

THE CHOICE IN MASSACAUSETTS. 

There have been times when both polit- 
ical parties in Massachusetts seemed to be 
disposed to take advanced ground and the 
claim of the old Commonwealth to lead in 
political progress was apparently vindi- 
cated. At other times oneparty has seemed 
to be spurred up to progressive action 
while the other yielded to a reactionary 
tendency. But this year both have re- 
lapsed into a sort of Bourbonism, as if 
exhausted by efforts to reach a higher level 
and to gain support by appealing to the 
convictions of thinking men upon the vital 
questions of the time. A week ago 
we had occasion to mark the lapse of the 
Democrats toward the spoils system in the 
treatmert of the public service. Both in 
their platform and in their nominations 
they showed the assertion in their councils 
and among their leaders of the spirit of 
antagonism to the reform through which 
the party gained ascendency in national 
affairs, and by which alone that ascendency 
can be maintained. The progressive wing 
of the party was outvoted and virtually 
suppressed in the convention, and the 
spirit that ruled was most distinctly em- 
bodied in PatricK MaAGurIRE, of Boston, 
the most impudent and blatant leader of 
the spoils crusade. The result is that the 
real friends of the National Administration 
within the party, who recognize the ne- 
cessity of taking higher ground, can give 
the ticket only a nominal support at best, 
while the independents can obviously give 
it none it all. ; 

Yesterday the Republicans met in con- 
vention in Boston, and their action is 
equally calculated to repel the independ- 
ents and to disgust those who are longing 
for the time when politics shall be raised 
out of the mire of groveling partisanship. 
The speech of the President, Mr. ROCKWELL, 
of Pittsfield, was even in a worse temper 
and spirit than that of Col. FRENCH at 
Worcester last week. He accused the Ad- 
ministration of pursuing the very policy 
which MAGUIRE openly and Col. FRENcH 
and the Democratic Convention covertly 
condemned it for not pursuing. Inthe face of 
the Democratic complaint that Republicans 
are very generally retained in office to 
the exclusion of hungry Democrats, and 
the absolute proof that there have 
been very few partisan changes, he 
tnsinuated that the President was a man of 
mere pretenses and not of just practices, 
seeking renomination by catering to a sec- 
tion and through broken pledges. The plat- 
form was more explicit, and declared that 
the Administration had ‘‘ demonstrated 
that the efficacy of the law can be utterly 
destroyed when administered in a hostile 
spirit,” and pointed to the “array of 
shameless dismissals and disgraceful ap- 
pointments.” Such unjust and grossly par- 
tisan accusations, taking the place of 
decent criticism, cannot hurt the Adminis- 
tration, but will inevitably damage the 
party that makes them. 

The treatment of the tariff question and 
the surplus revenue was equally undiscrim- 
inating and injudicious. There was an ex- 
pression of belief in protection that was to 
be expected, but there was no recognition of 
the necessity of a reform of the tariff which 
produces the mischievous surplus. The 
suggestions of the platform were rather for 
extravagant expenditures, qualified only by 
a declaration that the time had come “ to 
carefully consider the question of the inter- 
nal revenue system and of the tariff on 
sugar.” In other words, the burdensome 
duties on raw materials and the necessaries 
of life should be saved by remitting the 
taxes on whisky and tobacco and giving up 
the revenue on imported sugar only, which, 
owing to the lack of effective competition, 
would probably result in no reduction .of 
price. 

The lack of consistency and sincerity of 
the party on the liquor question was illus- 
trated by a bare-faced repetition of the 
pledge of last year to submit to the people 
a prohibition amendment of the State Con- 
stitution. That this pledge is made only 
to be broken was illustrated last Winter by 
the defeat of this very proposition by a 
Legislature overwhelmingly Republican. 
No promise of a deftmite policy on the 
licuor question was made, though it is per- 
fectly evident that the party has no inten- 
tion of supporting prohibition. The old 
ticket, headed by OLIVER AMES, was renomi- 
nated with the exception of Attorney-Gen- 
eral. It has no element of strength to offset 
the weakness of the platform. No choice is 
presented this year to the people ot Mas- 
sachusetts calculated to bring out the 
strength of either party. The Prohibition- 
ists are likely to gain by it, while the inde- 
pendents will have nothing to do but await 
the passing off of the debauch of the poli- 
ticians of both parties. 





THE YACHT CLUB COURSE. 

The yacht race of to-day promises to be 
more interesting, if not closer, than the one 
of Tuesday. The tirstrace was indeed very far 
from being a drifting match. Not even the 
Volunteer could have made the course in less 
than five hours, for the most part against 
tide, without a breeze that tests her speed, 
and the weather was precisely such as 
the Thisile was built to excel in, 
and in which she has excelled the 
crack British yachts. As strong a breeze 
as that in which the second race between 
the Genesta and the Puriian was sailed is 
none the less desirable. In that case the 
two races taken together will afford a really 
complete and satisfactory competitive ex- 
amination of the two boats, and if the win- 
neris the samein both will leave nothing 
‘to be desired on her part nor much to be said 
on the part of the loser. 

Even with as light a breeze as blew on 
Tuesday the second race ought to be more 
satisfactory than the first. Every chat}- 
lenger for the cup has complained of the 

| article that reauires one of the races to be

sailed over the New-York Club course. The 
complaint is just. Two-thirds of that course 
are over Jand-locked water, where a puff of 
wind is yery likely to strike one boat and 
miss another half a mile away, and the 
chapter of accidents, which it is of course 
desirable to shorten as much as_possi- 
ble, are indefinitely extended by this 
fact. Moreover the course of the tides 
requires the knowledge of a skillful and 
practiced pilot in order to make use of it 
to the best advantage. In one series of 
international races it was complained that 
the sloop was enabled by raising her board 
to make a short cut where the cutter, with 
her greater draught of water, could not fol- 
low. This was defended as making use of 
one of the legitimate superiorities of the 
shallower model, but this is a manifest ab- 
surdity. The sailing master of the sloop 
was quite justified in using this advantage, 
of course, but nobody will pretend that a 
course is fair that is or may be shorter for 
one boat than for the other. No course is 
admissible that has not, in every possible 


part of it, water enough to float both ves- 
sels. 


A yacht race, and especially an interna- 
tional yacht race, is intended primarily as 
a test of yachts. Skill in seamanship, of 
course, enters into the contest, and cannot 
be eliminated from it, even if the elimina- 
tion were desirable. But while seaman- 
ship, including weather-wisdom, must be a 
factor in yacht racing, there is no reason 
why local knowledge should be also, and 
why a foreign sailing master should be 
compelled to trust himself to the advice of 
a pilot upon points which the native skip- 
per is supposed to be able to decide for him- 
self. That is necessarily the case, however, 
in a race over the New-York Club course. 
It is much to be wished that the club 
would adopt a course upon which the 
stranger has as nearly as may be an equal 
chance with the native. That is the case 
with the course to be sailed to-day, and it is 
not the case with the course that was sailed 
on Tuesday. 

In fact no yachtsman would pick out the 
New-York Ciub course as a good and fair 
course even for New-York yachts. It is 
much too liable to “flukes.” It was not 
chosen for its excellence in this respect, but 
for the advantages it offered for a marine 
pageant. For the purposes of such a 
pageant the course is admirably adapted. 
It is very easily accessible, two-thirds of it 
are in waters that are very seldom too 
rough during the yachting season for the 
comfort of ladies and landsmen, and an ex- 
cellent view of the start and the finish may 
be had from the shore. These are all 
matters of the first consideration for those 
to whom a yacht race is merely an occasion 
for taking a day’s pleasure on the water. 
To owners and skippers, to whom a yacht 
race is primarily a yacht race, they are 
comparatively unimportant. They desire 
a course where the tide counts for as little 
as possible, where the chances of lucky 
puffs are minimized, and where they are 
tolerably sure to get the benefit of what- 
ever breeze is blowing. For these they 
are willing to get up  uncomforta- 
bly early in the morning, or even to 
go down to the Horseshoe the night be- 
fore the race. As for the public, they en- 
tertain for it the disregard once attributed 
to an eminent railway manager. What 
they require, in fact, in the interest of 
yacht racing is an outside course, and the 
New-York Club ought, at least in the case 
of foreign challengers for American prizes, 
to give them such a course not for one race, 
but for all the races,

‘Lhe 
friends of Mr. Forrester, the only epponent Mr. 
Baird has, demanded that the old custom of the 
party in regard to the City and County Conven- 
tions be sustained, and W. P. Rhoades offered a 
motion to amend the report of the Executive 
Committee so that the County Convention 
should be held in the afternoon and the City in the 
evening.

FESTIVAL. 


FEATURES OF YESTERDAY’S CONCERTS 
IN WORCESTER. 
WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 28.—The con- 
certs of the second day of the Worcester music 
festival attracted immense audiences, that of 
the evening far exceeding the seating capacity 
of the great hall. The afternoon concert had 
much that was good, but some of its features 
were hardly up to the high standard of the 
fsstival. It was miscellaneous in character, 
and,as was the case yesterday afternoon, the 
orchestra was given the bulk of the work and 
did it unexceptionably. The band opened with 
the ‘‘ Faust” overture by Wagner, gave seleo- 
tions from Brohm’s Hungarian dances, ana 
closed with the entire Gade symphony in C 
minor. In addition to these numbers, which 
were on the printed programme, the orchestra 
introduced the Mendelssohn Wedding March 
from ‘A Midsummer Night’s Dream.” This took 


the place of Schubert's Twenty-third Psalm, 
which was to be given ec the female chorus of 
300 voices. Unfortunately the orchestral parts 
were mislaid and could not be found in season. 
The Twenty-third Psalm will be given as an 
additional number of to-morrow afternoon’s 
program me. 

The audience this afternoon, composed princi- 
pally of ladies, was very apathetic,and even the 
witching and vivacious movements character- 
istic of the Hungarian waltz music failed to 
awaken enthusiasm. The soloists aid not 
fare much better than the orchestra at 
the hands of the audience, although there 
Was some warm and well merited applause for a 
violoncello solo by Fritz Giese, the leader of 
the ’celli in the orchestra. He played a fantaisie 
from the old opera “ Die Coraffa,” arranged by 
Servias. His instrument was ‘an Amati more 
than 100 years old, a recent acquisition. ‘The 
concert introduced Mme. Eugenie Pappenheim, 
who is to singin the Oratorio Friday evening, 
and who is billea as the leading soprano of the 
Yestival, She sang the famous and familiar air 
from von Weber’s “Oberon:” ‘Ocean, thou 
mighty monster,” and Braga’s “ Angels Ser- 
enade,” with violin obligato by Leopold Lich- 
tenberg, the leader of the orchestra. Pappen- 
heim was a disappointment. Her efforts were 
careful and intelligent, but her voice showed 
signs of wear. In placesit was hard and un- 
sympathetic. 

The evening concert was given up to the dram- 
atic legend, ‘‘La Damnationde Faust.” This 
notable composition, perbaps the greatest and 
most characteristic of Berlioz’s works, has been 
given here before, but never with such finish 
and perfection of detail. The effect as a whole 
was grand. tnough a critic could easily detect 
flaws in the performance. The work is much 
more difficult than ‘*Arminius,” which was 
given last evening, and that absolute and con- 
tinuous balance between choir and band which 
characterized the performance of the latter 
work was at times lacking this evening. There 
is a great deal of independent work for the sev- 
eral parts in the chorus, and this seemed to cause 
a lack of confidence and decision which was es- 
pecially noticeable on the men’s side. The or- 
chestra was always firm and true, and brought 
out the descriptive passages which abound in 
the book with almost startling effect. Among 
the more notable bits of orchestration were the 
Marche Hongroise, the Ballet of the SyIphs, and 
ree magnificent and terror-inspiring Ride to the 

yss. 

Of the soloists, Mme. Valda, Theodore J. 
Toedt, Max Heinrich, and Webster Norcross, 
there 1s little to be said except in praise. All de- 
serve credit for conscientious work and all re- 
ceived generous applause. Valda did not quite 
meet expectation, but Toedt was in superd 
voice, and Heinrich displayed rare dramatic 
powerin his treatment of the Mephistopheles 
rousic. To Norcross, who is a local favorite, was 
assigned the insignificant réle of Brander, to 
which his fine base voice was well fitted. 

To-morrow afternoon will be given upto the 
female chorus and orchestra in Mendelssohn’s 
“Midsummer Night’s Dream” music. E. F. 
Thompson, a local elocutionist, will read por- 
tions of Shakespeare during the performance. 
‘The evening concert will be of a miscellaneous 
nature, in which Valda, Mme. Hastreiter, King, 
Babcock, Jordan, and Stoddard will take part. 
Fraulein Aus der Ohne, the pianist, will appear in 
a Liszt concerto, and O. B. Brown will person- 
ally conduct the orchestra in a sherzo composed 
for the festival. 


THE POWEL FAILURE. 


THE MUSIO 


ASSETS OF THE FIRM LARGELY EX- 
CEED THE LIABILITIES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28.—The appraise- 
toent of the property of Robert Hare Powel & 
Co.and Robert Hare Powel’s Sons & Co. has 
beens finished, and was filed in court to-day. The 
two firms made an assignment on Aug. 29 to the 
Guarantee Trustand Safe Deposit Company. The 
property of the firms in Huntington and Bed- 
ford Counties is 15 miles long, and they also own 
a railroad of that length. The appraisers trav- 
eled all overthe estate and made acomplete 
inventory of everything they could find. The 
firms own three locomotives and 600 cars. The 
inventory of the estate will cover about 75 


pages of foolscap. The assets amount 
to $4,333,064 40 and the liabilities to 
about $1,500,000. The liabilities are repre- 
sented almost entirely by notes. The firms met 
their obligations from time to time, and when 
the assignment was made there were few debts 
outside of the paper. A great deal of this paper 
was negotiated by brokers, and is held by banks 
and individuals unknown to the counsel. A 
complete list of creditors cannot therefore be 
furnished until all the outstanding paper has 
matured. The brokers refuse to reveal the 
names of their customers who purchased the 
paper, and there is no other way of getting them 
until the notes fall due. Of the outstanding 
paper about $600,000 is secured by first mort- 
‘gage bonds equivalent to the mortgage upon 
the new plant of Robert Hare Powei’s Sons & 
Co. The remainder is unsecured, but as the as- 
sets.are far in excess of the liabilities the As- 
signees will no doubt be enabled to pay dollar 
for dollar. 

“TI think the creditors will receive the full 
amount of their claims,’’ said Mr. Wiltbank, 
counsel for both firms. ‘‘ The appraisement has 
been very carefully made and the figures are 
not too high. The property is im good condition, 
and all that, we now need istime, Itseems to 
me that the creditors recognize this fact and are 
disposed to be lenient with us. The failure, as 
every one knows, was precipitated by fhe as- 
signment of Pennock &Co. If that had not oc- 
curred my clients would probably have pulled 
through all right, although perhaps it would 
have taken them some time to du so.” ° 

QUIET DEMOCRATIO PRIMARIES. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 28.—Delegates were 
chosen this afternoon to the County Convention 
at the quietest Democratic primaries which 
have occurred since the war. The reason for 
the quiet of these elections is the belief which 
Democrats, as well as others, entertain that the 
ticket to be placed in nomination to-morrow 
stands no chance of success at tne polls. The 


United Labor Party hasaticketin the field for 
which an active canvass is being made, and the 
contest will be between that party and the Re- 
publicans. It is doubtfui whether the Demo- 
cratic county ticket will receive more than one- 
fifth of the votes polled. For this reason the 
Democratic committees have been in great 
doubt as to what course to pursue. The one 
finally resolved upon is to put forth a good 
ticket, but to make it distinctively Democratic, 
and after as good a fight ax can be made accept 
with composure the result at the polls. The * 
ditficulty is to tind men of the right sort who are 
willing to take place upon the ticket and make 
a hopeless race. The “kids,” or John R. Me- 
Leon’s following, are offering all the nomina- 
tions to the Thurman-Pendleton faction, but 
stulcling to the party organization. Numbers 
of Democrats have announced their intention of 
voting the Republican county ticket in_ order to 
defeat the Labor Party. For State offices they 
will vote the Democratic ticket, as there is no 

ossibility of the State ticket of the Labor Party 
being elected. 


OAPT. RAMSAY’S PLEASANT ORDERS. 

Assistant Constructor Hoover is to be de- 
tached from the Brooklyn Navy Yard and trans- 
ferred to Philadelphia, where he will take charge 
of the construction of the new cruisers in 
Cramps’ yard. 

Capt. Ramsay, of the cruiser Boston, and Sec- 
retary of the Navy Whitney have had a faliing 
out over a report submitted by the former, in 
which he asserts his inability to find any plans 
for new whaleboats more suitable than the old 
tub whaleboat which has been used as long as 
the country had avnavy. This report has been 
returned to the board of which Capt. Ramsay is 
President with orders to “sit until doomsday if 
necessary” to ascertain the needs of the service 
in this one particular.

THE RIOT AT PONAPI. 

Boston, Sept. 28.—Referring to the re- 
ported riot at Ponapi, Caroline Islands, growing 
out of the expulsion of Missionary Doane, Dr. 
Smith, Secretary of the American Board, says: 

“ Mr. Doane was held in such reverence by the 
natives thatitis not at all surprising that they 


should rise against the Spanish Governor and 
his troops. The missionaries there had coun- 
seled them to make no public resistance, row- 
ever. {tis too soon for us to have any informa- 
tion regarding it. The Spanish have only a 
small force there, some 75 or $0 soldiers, and 
several convicts who can be trained as such. 
But they are organized and can easily subdue 
the natives. If, however, the natives have 
killed the Spanish Governor, as the dispatches 
say, I can understand how they succeeded.” 

Dr. Smith has made the dispatch the basis of 
acommunication to Secretary of State Bayard, 
suggesting that if the Spanish are going to send 
two war ships there we might at least afford to 
send ONG.

FRIENDS OF THE INDIANS. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE ANNUAL CONFER- 
ENCE AT LAKE MOHONK. 

LakE Mononk, N. Y., Sept. 28.—The fifth 
annual conference of friends of the Indians 
opened this morning. The members were wel- 
comed by Mr. A. H. Smiley, of the Board of in- 
dian Commissioners, who entertains them as 
his guests. Gen. Clinton B. Fisk was chusen 
President fcr the fifth consecutive year. On 
taking the chair he spoke of the work of the 
conference, the progress of Indian civiliza- 
sion, the great advance made by the Dawes 
dill, and the fact that of 240,000 Indians out- 


side of Alaska, 80,000 wore the clothing of the 
white man, aud 49,000 used the Envzlish lan- 
guage. Further organization was perfected b 
the election of J. C. Kinney, of Hartford, a 
J. A. Davis, of Boston, as Secretaries. The Busi- 
ness Committee isas follows: Dr. Lyman Abbott, 
of New-York; Prof. C. C. Painter, of Washing- 
ton; Philip Garrett, of Philadelphia; Misa Alice 
Longfellow, of Cambridge, and Miss Sybel Car- 
ter, of New-York. The firat paper of the confer- 
encé was by Prof. Painter on the educational 
question. This is regarded as one of the must 
important papers of the conference. The sug- 
gestion in Prof. Painter’s paper of a commission 
to manage educational offices and to supervise 
the enforcement of the Dawes bill was approved 
by Dr. Lyman Abbott and ex-Commissioner Hi- 
ram Price, who, however, doubted whether Con- 
gress would ever give its approval. The great 
trouble with Congress is that not onein four un- 
derstands the Indian question or cares for it. 
There is less business sensé in the management 
of the Indian Bureau than in the management of 
ber other department in the world. 

enator Dawes opposed the commission plan. 
The very workof making the Indian a citizen 
through the laws recently enacted would, he 
said, make unnecessary the present machinery, 
and it would be unwise to devise new machinery 
to take its place. As for supervising the ailot- 
ment of lands, he would give more for one wom- 
an, Miss Alice C. Fletcher, than for any six men 
who could be formed into a board. He thought 
such a commission should not be appointed. 

Mr. E. L. Pierce, of Boston, thought there waa 
no more red tape about the Indian Bureau than 
about other departments. 

The concluding hour of the morning session 
was devoted to the Indians of New-York, the 
time being occupied by Judge Draper, State Su- 
perintendent of Education, and Bishop Hunting- 
ton, of Central New-York. Superintendent 
Draper said that the number of Indians on the 
eight reservations is 4,000, and that they are in- 
creasing; but their condition is deplorable. The 
Dawes bill does not affect them, because they 
are under State laws only, and he doubted 
whether the principle would ever be applied 
here for fear that the Indians would get of 
their Jands and become paupers, and that mak- 
ing them citizens would inject into local politica 
ress influence open to commercial consider- 
ations. 

Bishop Huntington spoke of the sadness and 
difficulty of the work in the State, and saw the 
chief hope in education. 

At the evening session Gen. Armstrong opened 
the discussion on education with praise for the 
great work done by Capt. Prate in demonstrat- 
ing that the average savage. Indian could, onder 

roper conditions, be transformed into a peace- 

ul, law-abiding citizen. Gen. Armstrong also 
spoke of the lack of system in the matter of 
Indian education. The National Superintendent, 
he said, confesses himself powerless. There are 
a few good agency schools, but-it is simply im- 
possible, under the present conditions, for the 
schools to be what they should be. There are 
not 1,000 Indians mm strictly Government schools 
who are making satisfactory progress. The sys 
tem is to blame, not necessarily the men. 

Bishop Huntington said the chief need was 
primary education. Referring to the Onondaga 
Indians, he said he did not believe allotting 
lands in severalty wouid pauperize the Indians, 
although, for selfish reasons, local white senti- 
ment takes this ground. 

Dr. William H. Ward, of the Ind 
thought it of the first importance that the 
United States Government should not stand, 
through its departments, inthe way of Indian 
civilization. ‘

A HARSH CRITIC ANSWERED 


AND THE ADMINISTRATION 
DEFENDED. 

MR. SPOFFORD’S ATTACKS SHOWN TO 
BE GROUNDLESS—SUGGESTIONS FOR 
SHEPHERD'S WORSHIPPERS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Mr. Edward A. 

Moseley, on his individual responsibility and 

not as the Secretary of the Inter-State Com- 

merce .Commission, has made an answer to 
some recent harsh criticisms of the Admin- 
istration by Mr. Richard 8. Spofford, of 

Massachusetts. He does not devote any 

space to Mr. Spofford’s extravagant dec- 

larations about the delayed settlement of the 
fisheries question; he deals with Mr. Spofford’s 
assertions against the Executive for the man- 
ner in which it has treatea the matter of the 
shipment of goods through foreign territory. 

Mr. Spofford’s fundamental error, he says, is in 

supposing that the right to ship American 

products through a foreign country without pay- 
ing duty upon their reintroductioninto the United 

States was created by certain sections of the 

treaty of Washington, and ceased upon the 

abrogation of thosesections. In seeking to en- 
force this opinion he says that “this matter 
concerns the relations of the Canadian Pacitic 


Railway to our great American railways, and 
especially our transcontinental lines, as 
those relations have been created by the action 
ef the Executixe authorities at Wash- 
ington.” Mr. Moseley further quotes 
Mr. Spofford in his assertion that after the ab- 
rogation ef article 30 of the treaty of Washing- 
ton “it was no longer possible for British ves- 
sels to participate in the domestic commerce 
of the United States, nor for any trans- 
portation company, British or other, to carry 
Without payment of duty goods, wares, 
or merchandise from one ort or place 
to another within’ the nited States 
through the Dominion of Canada.” Having 
quoted Secretary Manning’s circular of July 2, 
1885, as his authority, Mr. Spofford has over- 
looked, Mr. Moseley shows, the fact that Secre- 
tary Manning found that he could not go so far 
as he proposed, beeausé the right to 
transport American produets through Can- 
ada was one created by law long 
before the treaty was made and unmade. 
Secretary Manning on July 24, 1885, saw his 
mistake and corrected it by circular 116, revok- 
ing so much of it as rescinded the customs 
regulatiens of 1844 and amending it so as 
to restrict the transportation referred to 
to American vessels. The reason why Mr. 
Manning pursued this course was that section 
3,006 of the Revised Statutes, enacted in 
1866 and stillin force, required that he should 
do so. This right of the shipper to use foreign 
transportation lines was recognized as part of 
the existing law on Feb. 4, 1887, in section 6 of 
the act to regulate commerce, from which it 1s 
inferred that Congress regarded the privileges 
granted by the act of 1866 as for the 
benetit of the American shipper and consumer, 
and notiin the interest of a, agency of trans- 
portation, domestic or foreign. Mr. Moseley ' 
applies the explanation to the case of the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company, a domestic corpora- 
tion and nota “tool” of the Canadian Pacitic, 
for it was incorporated in 1876, years before 
the Canadian Pacific existed. No negotia- 
tions have been had with the Canadian 
Pacific. The Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany is not the only corporation doing 
business with the Canadian Pacitie, but is only 
one linkin achain of which a large number of 
American railway companies form a part, and 
in 1884 an application was granted to the Mer- 
ehants’ Dispatch Transpertation Company to 
facilitate transportation through Mexico as 
well as Canada, and was one in which not 
‘only the railroads running out of Boston 
and Portland were interested in, but also all of 
those transcontinental lines whose interests Mr. 
Spofford now says arein danger on account of 
the granting of a similar facility. The officers 
of the Treasury, Mr. Moseley says, have simply 
followed the practice of the departiment for 20 
Years, and the suggestion of * malign influ- 
ences,” of superior diplomacy on the part of the 
English Government, and of corruption of 
United States officials becomes absurd, In con- 
clusion he says: 


“Such being the state of the law, all ground for 
Mr. Spofford’s attack upon the Administration is 
taken away. The wholé question is one for Con- 
gress, but as Mr. Spofford goes on at considerable 
length emphasizing the disadvantages to this 
country which fiow from this system, it 
is not inopportune, to remind him _ that 
there may still be a question whether 
a system of protection for the great 
railroad companies at the expense of the rest of the 
American public, and not the least of Boston and 
Portland would be likely to commend itself either 
to Congress or to the “councils of organized 
labor.” As to the expediency of the present 
policy, it ia hardly to be expected 
that the interests of the wool grower of 
the Pacific slope, and the shoe, cotton, or other man- 
ufacturer of New-England should be sacrificed to 
railroad companies which have been created and fa- 
vored by the Government for the express purpose of 
bringing these producers nearer to each other, or 
that they should: be prevented-from going across 
lots, though the path lies through the grounds of 
‘an unfriendly neighbor. With all my sympathy for 
“organized labor,’ I shonld feel considerable hesi- 
tancy in entering their ‘‘councils,” particularly 
in New-England, and advocating an appeal tothe 
Congress of the United States for achango in the 
law, which would inevitably enhance the cost of 
their necessaries and lower the value of the product of 
their labor even though such achange might inure 
to the advantage of the skilled employes (compara- 
tively smallin number) of the Pacific railroads, to 
say nothing of the still smaller number of capitalists 
who own them.”

THE CHICAGO, MILWAUKEE AND  S8T. 
PAUL GIVES NOTICE. 

CurcaGo, Sept. 28.—Considerable sur- 
prise was occasioned in Western railroad circles 
yesterday by tne discevery that the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul had given 10 days’ 
notice of an advance in grain rates from 
peints west of the Mississippi River 
between La Crosse and St. Paul. The 
rate from those points has heretofore been 715 
cents per 100 pounds, the same as from St. 
Paul. Accerding to the notice given the St. Paul 


now means to make the rate from those points 
1215 cents. The proposition was made to the 
other roads interested in that traffic to also ad- 
vance their rate, but they declined to take such a 
step. The Minneapolis and St. Louis is said to 
be the only line inclined to fellow the example 
of the 8t. Paul, barge other competing roads 
could be induced to do likewise. 

By advancing the rates from points named 
the Milwaukee and St. Paul virtually decides to 
ignore Section 4 of the irter-State com- 
merece law, as under that provision of 
the law it cannot charge a higher rate 
from points this side ef St. Paul than it 
makes from St. Paul. It is understood that the 
St. Paul takes the position that tbe low rate 
from S8t. Paul is -caused by water 
competition, and there is therefore no good 
reason why it should make eorrespondingiy 
low rates east of St. Paul and west of La Crosse, 
which are not affected by such cempetition. It 
is betieved here thatthe St. Paul’s action is sim- 
ply a bluff, and that it does not earnestly desire 
to advance the rates unless its. competitors can 
be induced to do likewise. Finding that the 
other roads will not meetits action it is likely 
that it will continue to make the same rates as 
are now in effect.

About 500 elevators in the lower portion 
of the city came to a standstill with a gasp at 
11:30 o’clock yesterday, and the elevator boys, 
in some cases, Zasped too, for they were help- 
lessly suspended in the air. For an hour, ex- 
cept in the Mills Building and one or two others 
which are prepared for an emergency, the ele- 
vators were useless and people had to clitnb. 
The novelty was not hailed with delight. Thin 


men were able to surmount the sixth and 
seventh stories of the big blocks, but fat men 
were compelled to remain on the sidewalk, and 
bankruptcy itself would have made no differ 
ence. Lawyers went down to the sidewalk to 
see important elients, while the less important 
had to expend their energy and wind. ‘The ex- 
tent to which the business eommunity is depend- 
ent upon the elevator was clearly exemplitied, 
for without it business in many buildings was 
temporarily at a standstill.

MIST AND RAIN ON THE 


BROOKLYN TRACK, 

THE FAVORITES NOT ALTOGETHER SUC- 
GESSFUL—THE CONTEST BETWEEN 
GARRISON AND M’LAUGHLIN. 

Awisty, drizzling afternoon that finally 
sound up witha rainstorm, in which the last race 
was run, did not prevent some excellent racing 
at the Brooklyn track yesterday afternoon. 
Though the weather was threatening, there was 
& good crowd present, and the uncertain char- 
acter of all the events made the betting of the 
liveliest possible character. The interest in the 
contests between Jockeys Garrison and Me- 
Laughlin for the place of premier jockey was 
heightened by the fact that McLaughlin broke 
the ice of ill luck and won arace. It was that 
tact, and not Omaha’s victory, that set the en- 
tire crowd to cheering when McLaughlin came 
back to weigh in. The impartiality of the throng 
was shown when, two races later, Garrison also 
landed George Oyster the winner, and so kept 
his record relatively, the same—seven mounts 
ahead of McLaughlin. As neither won again 
auring the afternoon, the record stood at the 
tlose of the day’s racing: Garrison, 87; Me- 
Laughlin, 80. 

The opening secamble brought together a field 
of 13 horses for arun of sevenfurlongs, It was 
virtually a runaway race for Specialty who, get- 
ting the best of the send-off, was never headed 
and ran in front throughout, winning finally by 
four or five lengths from Cyclops, whose top 
Weight, 125 pounds, was too much for even 
Garrison to make him carry successfully. Cy- 
elops got off in the ruck while Jennie B. and 
Pasha, both of whom were well backed, were off 


with the winner. Tattler started very badly 
and was Virtually at the end of the lot through- 
out the run. Pasha, whoran up in front with 
the leaders, made a good fight for the place, but 
one of Garrison’s terrific rushes in the stretch 
snabled him to beat Pasha by a length or 80. 
After Pasha came Pericles, Diadem, Theodosius, 
ana Jennie B., the rest pulied up and straggling 
in. 

Jimmy McLaughlin's run of ill luck was 
broken in the second race of the day, when, in a 
six-furlong dash for 2-year-olds he won with 
Mr. Walden’s filly Omaha. He and young Kane, 
who rode the filly Theora, had the race so com- 
pletely between them throughout that when 
the pair came into the stretch apd the rest of 
the boys saw they had no chance whatever to 
win, all but Martin, who was riding Waif, pulled 
upand allowed the leaders to finish between 
them. Omaha won by a length, Theora being 
four in front of Waif, Jaek Cocks, and Bo-Peep, 
whe finished all in a bunch, the rest straggling 
along home. 

The great event of the day.and a rattling good 
race between Rupert and Eurus it proved to be, 
was the race at a mile and a half, known as the 
Boulevard Handicap,in which 10 fairly govod 
horses started. Of these the rattling good racer 
Exile and Mr. Withers’s very queer brute Lag- 
gard were made favorites, the latter again dem- 
onstrating the fact that his proper place on the 
race course is among the selling platers, and not 
among race horses. Eurus and Elkwood were 
also heavily backed by their respective stable 
followers, and a large amount of money went on 
Barnum, even though the bookmakers con- 
tinued to keep up long odds against him fo the 
end. The rest of the party were practically 
friendiese in the betting, though Rupert had a 
fair foliowing, but not one by the talent. 

Mr. Sheridan got the field off to a very good 
start indeed, all the horses being well bunched. 
Rupert was sent to the front at once by Littie- 
Hela, and as he was fullof run the bay opened 
up a good lead at once from Eurus, who shot 
outof the ruck after him. Argo, Ferona, Lag- 
gard, and Mollie’s Last were in a bunch behind 
the pair as they swept around the turn on their 
journey down the stretch. In moving past the 
grand stand, atthe end of the.run of a haif 
mile, the horses were in a procession in this or- 
der: Rupert, alengthin front of Eurus, Fero- 
na, Laggard, and Mollie’s Last running abreast 
and foilowed by Barnum, Exile, Elkwood, Ten 
Booker, and Argo. It was plain while the horses 
were moving around the upper turn that the 
race would develep into one between Rupert 
and Eurus, for the latter went out after 
the former, so that in the back stretch 
Laggard, who was in third place, shut up like a 
jackkuife, and, having had enough of it, fell 

ack with Argo, Ferona, Mollie’s Last, and the 
other slow ones of his ciass. Thereafter there 
Was no racing except between Rupert and 
Eurus. The latter tried hard to get up to the 
leader, and Hayward helped him all he could, 
but Rupert had his seven-league beots on, and 
nothing could beat him, And so Rupert came on 
and won as pieased in reality, although, because 
he was under a pull, Eurus ran him to a neck, 
Twenty lengths away came old Barnum, who 
was a length in front of Elkwood, and then 
came Argo, Ten Booker, Exile, Ferona, Laggard, 
and Mollie’s Last. Rupert paid a good return 
to his backers, as 8 to 1 straight and 3 tol fora 
place could be bad against him, while the mut- 
uals paid $65 40 for a five-doilar investment, 

Seven of the 45 2-year-oids entered for the 
Maple Stakes, at six furlongs, ran in the race, 
which was a fight between three of the 
lot—Leo H.,George Oyster, and King Crab—who 
had it hot and heavy around the turn by the 
King’s Highway after they had once settled 
into their pace. Leo H. was well in front of the 
lot then, and soshe was when the party came 
into the stretch. Then, just as he did a few 
days ago, when he beat Los Angeles, Garrison 
seut George Oyster on with a tremendous rush, 
nipped Leo H. at the last sixteenth post, and 
tually beat her out by a length at the finish, she 
in turn beating King Crab by a haif length, 
Taragon, who finished next, was a length away, 
and then came Ballston, Rapine, and Fleurette 
bringing up the rear. 

Far and away the best race of the day,from 
a racing standpoint, was the mile and a six- 
tenth handicap, for which Richmond, with Mce- 
Laughlin in the saddle, was made the favorite, 
and a hot one, too. But the race went to the 
despised outsider, Harved, who was absolutely 
the last choice in the betting, and whose back- 
ers, if he had any, pulled offa very comfortable 
sum of money over him,as odds of anywhere 
from 20 to 40 to 1 could be had against him to 
win, and five-dollar mutual tickets paid a divi- 
dend of $152 each. Harved was sent to the 
front at the etart, and he remained there 
all around the circuit of the track. 
Grimaidi, Linden, and Richmond chased him 
in the order named until the Brooklyn Clup- 
house was reached, and then all the jockeys 
woke to the fact that Harved was the horse 
they had got to beat. So McLaughlin gave chase 
in the liveliest fashion. But Harved was full 
of rup, and he swung into the stretch having 
two lengths the best of it. McLaughlin gave 
Richmond whip and spurs unsparingly, aud 
rode with all his old-time vigor, but he could 
not quite catch Harved, who finally won the 
trace after a desperate finish by anose. Two 
lengths away were Boaz and Rosalind, who 
made an equally close finish for third place, 
which the former got by a head, 

Umpire’s advantage in the weights in the 
welter handicap sweepstakes—the colt earry- 
ing only $7 pounds—was so great that he was 
able to make arunaway race of it and win as 
he chose from a field which included such good 
weight-curriers as Choctaw, Pearl Jennings, 
Santa Rita, and Strideaway.

THEY NOMINATE SWINTON | 


WORK OF ‘THE PROGRESSIVE 
LABOR CONVEN‘ION. 
CANDIDATES ON THE STATE TICKET 
NAMED TO RUN AGAINST THOSE OF 

THE GEORGE FACTION. 

The much-talked-of State Convention of 
the Progressive Labor Party began its session 
yesterday morning at Webster Hall, in East 
Eleventh-street. When William Penn Rogers 
called the body to order there were not as many 
delegates in the room as there were when the 
first conference of that party was held, but 
every one present seemed to be animated with 
one all-pervading desire, and that was to jump 
upon Henry George with both feet. Delegate 
Bucksaath, who has just returned from a 
stumping and investigating tour in Albany, 
Troy, and that district of the State, said that 
neither the workingmen nor the farmers out 
there took much stock in Henry George or his 
land tax theories. John Swinton was a much 
more popular manin theinterior of the State, 
and Mr. Bucksaath thought that if he ran on the 
Progressive Labor ticket for Secretary of State 
against Henry George he could knock him out 
completely. Delegate Alexander Jonas was of 
the opinion that comparatively few of Henry 
George’s followers believed in his theories, but 
as he had polled such a large vote last year as 
the representative of organized labor they 
thought that they would be on the winning 
side. 

Among the delegations from this city there 
wers only 16 Assembly districts represented, 
and also 30 trades unions. Brooklyn was repre 


sented by Frederick Blumberg, J. Franz, and 
George Schleich from the Eighteenth Ward, and 
C,. Pattberg and Paul Joseph from the Sixteenth 
Ward. Syracuse organizations were represented 
by E. Eckers, Mr. Mahns, and William Lippeit; 
Albany by H. A. Barker, John Reusch, and Will- 
iam Bucksaath; Buffalo by Dr. Merken, editor 
of the Socialist, in New-York, and§, E. Scheviteh, 
editor of the Leader, also of this city; Pough- 
keepsie’s Progressive Labor Party sent A. Harris. 

When the delegates were all seated Mr. Rogers 
took the opportunity of pitching into Henry 
George and the United Labor Party. After hur- 
riedly reading the call for the State Convention 
and the platform adopted by the original con- 
ference, he said that the State Convention was 
simply. the continuation of the convention of 
trades unions held at Clarendon Rall on Sept. 23, 
1886, which nominated Henry George for 
Mayor. The next step taken by those trades 
organizations, continued Mr. Rogers, was the or- 
ganization of the Land and Labor Party. The 
following January the United Labor Party 
was organized and adopted a platform and 
constitution. This was not the work of 
the trades and Jabor organizations, but of polit- 
ical organizations in the various Assembly dis- 
tricts. These politicians, in the name of labor, 
then held a State Convention, and here it was 
proved that the power had been concentrated in 
the hands of the heelers of Henry George. The 
convention started out ona side track, witha 
side issue, a one-man prophet and priest issue. 
It waa at the mercy of the heelers of Grand 
Mogul George, who would not tolerate any one 
who would not submit to them. They resolved 
to drive out honest labor and have a corrupt 
party for spoils only. The workingmen, finding 
that these people had stolen their platform, re- 
solved to reorganize and called a conference at 
Webster Hall. This conference led to the organ- 
ization gf the Progressive Labor Party, which 
the speaker claimed was composed of the orig- 
inal trades unions which went into political or- 
ganization last year. 

Mr. Rogers then asked the convention what 
its further pleasure was. He was somewhat 
disappointed when H. A. Barker, of Albany, 

gwas nominated and elected temporary Chair- 
man, avd when he took the gavel in hand Mr, 
Rogers took a seaton the floor as an ordinary 
delegate. 

The other temporary officers elected were 

Howard Balkan. Vice-Chairman, and Ernst 
Bohm Secretary, A Committee on Credentials 
was appointed, and when it had completed its 
labors the convention, proceeded to go into per- 
manent organization. Delegate Jonas suggest- 
ed that no permanent Chairman be elected, but 
that he be chosen ateach session. This Social- 
istic method was adopted, and Mr. Barker was 
elected Chairman forthe day. William Lippet, 
H. Balkan, A. Harris, ‘aud Mrs. Isabella Hinton 
were made weking éut Vice-Presiderts, and 
Ernst Bohm, and, Daniel Jacobs Secretaries. 
The Chairman.appointed committees to escort 
the new officers to ‘thé platform, and Mr. Rogers 
gallautly escorted Mrs...Hinton. Mr. Rogers 
had refused to accept the nomination for Sec- 
retary, and a malicious delegate remarked that 
the refusal was due to a desire on Mr. Rogers’s 
part stillto become Chairman at another ses- 
sion and boss the convention, and thatif he be- 
came Secretary he could not be Chairman 
asa well. Mrs. Hinton, on taking her seat on the 
platform, remarked that this was the first time 
in the history of the State that a woman was 
elected to such a position in a State Convention. 
She hoped, however, that no platform would be 
adopted, as she was opposed to platforms. The 
convention instead of following her advice pro- 
ceeded to elect a Committee on Platform and 
Resolutions. 

The out-of-town delegates were called upon to 
make reports on the progress of the United 
Labor Party in their various districts. Mr. 
Barker said thap.after, the Syracuse Convention 
most of the meme | the United Labor Party 
there became djgguated with it, and 200 of them 
erg the Progressives, leaving 50 others be- 
sind, The Chairman,of the United Labor Party’s 
County Committee was the only man there who 
understood anything. about George's theories, 
and allhe knew was to repeat that “land cre- 
ates wealth.” The delegate from Syracuse said 
that they had the tailoysand brewers with them. 
The people there US Ant believe in George’s the- 
ories. Delegate Harris, from Poughkeepsie, 
said that when Dr. McGlynn spoke there he was 
called a crank, and George also was regarded as 
a crank. Deiegate Schevitch, who represented 
Butfalo, said that he nad learned that the pros- 
pects of the party were very promising there. 
There could be no peace between capital and 
jabor, and this truth the George crowd was try- 
ing to deny. 

At the evening session George Block was elect- 
ed Chairman, but just before the session was 
opened George D. Lennon circulated among the 
delegates and offered to have the Union Labor 
Party support the nominee of the Progressives 
for Secretary of State if they would indorse the 
nomination of James J. Ryan, the Union Labor 
Party’s candidate for State Treasurer. Very lit- 
tle notice, however, was taken. 

Soon after the epening.of the session Delegate 
Schevitch moved that the convention challenge 
Henry George to a joint debate, and select a 
man toargue with the prophet of land tax re- 
form. He thought that Mr. George would not 
refuse, The motion was adopted, and Mr. She- 
viteh was elected to debate with Mr. George. 

The next business of the convention was to 
nominate candidates for office, but Mr. Rogers 
managed to squeeze through a resolution de- 
manding the passage of alaw to build suitable 
school accommodations for all school ehildren. 
Aaron Henry, acigarmaker, then nominated John 
Swinton for Secretary of State, and the nomina- 
tion was made unanimous amid great ap- 
piause. On motion of Delegate Saniel a com- 
mittee was appointed to convey the news to 
Mr. Swinton and to invite him to attend the 
convention this evening. In case Mr. Swinton 
should be unable to accept the nomination the 
convention wanted to listen to his advice. 

William Penn Rogers was then proposed for 
State Controller, but he was unable to accept 
the nomination, because, he said, he had to 
leave for another State, ashe had lost his em- 
ployment in this city on account of his political 
faith. The nomination was then given to H. A, 
Barker, a cigarmaker, of Albany, who 
presided at the morning session. Henry 
Emerich, General Secretary of the Fur- 
niture Workers Union, and tormerly 
a Vice-President of the United Labor General 
County Committee, was prevailed upon to ac- 
cept the nomination for State Treasurer. Thad- 
deus B. Wakeman was proposed for the office of 
Attorney-General, but he begged the convention 
toexcuse him, as he might injurethe party rather 
than helpit. He had had the reputation of 
being an extreme liberal and infidel, and tke 
enemy might rake up his record. Nevertheless 
the convention compelled him to accept the nom- 

ination, which he did conditionally until another 
man could be found. An adjournment was then 
taken until this evening. 
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THEY WILL EMULATE THE IRISH. 

A circular has been sent to many English 
residents of this city and Brooklyn calling upon 
them to meet this evening at 77 Nassau-street 
to discuss a plan of organization for political 
purposes. The prime mover of the agitation is 
Charles Wells, who said yesterday: ‘I talked 
the subject up among my friends and, it being 
favorably received, I decided to call a meeting. 
We have the St. George and Albion So- 
cieties, but they do not quite answer the 
purpose. The question of the naturaliza- 
tion of Britisu residents having become, 
from the force of circumstances, of 
vital interest to Englishmen wno have made this 
country their home, and as my countrymen else- 
where are organizing to promote naturalization [ 
think it advisable that the metropolis should no 
longer remain dormant. I don’t know what the 
percentage of Englishmen is in this vicinity, but 
uw central body ought to in time develop into a 
power. There are more English emigrants now 
than Irish, and yet the English colony does not 
get the political patronage it deserves.”

AN UNINTERESIING SESSION. 


JUDGE DILLON EXAMINES A GENTLEMAN 
TO SHOW THAT HE IS A CRANK. 

The Pacitic Railroad investigators had a 
tame time of it yesterday, and those who were 
obliged to sit through its session agreed that 
10 minutes of Huntington or Crocker had more 
entertainment in them than was provided by 
all the witnesses examined. The opening wit- 
ness was Mr. Horace White, who explained 
that he had not sent in a bill to Judge Ushur 
for $745, but had merely accepted that amount 


from Gen. Carr for expenses incurred while at 
Washineton working in the interest of the Kan- 
sas Pacific bondholders. 

Isaac E. Gates, Auditor of the Central Pacific 
Railroad, was examined at some length regard- 
ing the whereabouts of Vice-President Hunting- 
ton’s missing checks and check stubs. He stated 
that the checks signed by Mr. Huntington 
were all made to the witness’s order, 
Mr. Huntington directing to whom they were 
made payable under witness’s indorsement. 
He had not seen any of the checks or the 
stubs since they were used. He had never 
seen memoranda from San Francisco bearing 
his name with sums varying from $200 to 
$7,000 opposite it. If such existed they repre- 
sented either checks orcurrency which he had 
supplied Mr. Huntington. He had never 
known of the Central Pacific’s money being 
used to influence legislation. 

Judge Sidney Dillon read a long communi- 
cation from Vice-President otter, of the Union 
Pacific Railway, containing an argument in 
favor of protecting that road’s branch lines, and 
also a communication from himself assuring the 
commission of the Union Pacific Company’s 
readiness to supply all testimony it required. 
He was examined at some length on the relation 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company to tho 
lines built by the Union Pacific and Kansas 
Pacific Railroads, and denied that that company 
practically controlled those lines and said that 
the Baltimore and Obio’s position—that it had 
aright to make acontract with those lines be- 
cause the Union Pacific had done so—was wrong. 

The last witness was Mr. Edward Middledith, 
who had promised to give the commission his 
views as to how the debt of the Pacific Road to 
the Government might be adjusted. He said 
that he had not got them ready, but would send 
them into the commission in afewdays. To 
Mr. Dillon he said that bis reason for studying 
Union Pacific affairs was that he thought it 
would make pretty good capital for a reform 
President. He quoted Senator Edmunds to 
prove that the Pacitic railroads had repeatedly 
Violated the laws of 1873 and the Thurman act, 
At the request of Senator McPherson he had 
asked Prof. Elliott, a Treasury expert, to make 
a& computation of the loss to the Government 
which would arise by discounting the payments 
at 3 per cent., and found that it would amount 
to $1,100,000,000. 

After Mr. Middledith, who stated before he 
left that he was an anti-monopolist, had gone, 
Judge Dillon said that he had simply examined 
him because he knew him to be acrauk and 
wanted to bring the facts out.

HARRIGAN AND HIS PLAYS] 


A NEW DEPARTURE PROJECT- 
ED FOR THE FUTURE. 
SATISFIED WITH HIS PACIFIC TOUR—A 
PLAY FOUNDED ON SOUTHERN LIFE 

—IRELAND HIS NEXT FIELD. 

Edward Harrigan, manager, author, and 
actor, sat in his study yesterday afternoon, a 
Chinese skull cap on his head and the manu- 
script of his latest new play in his hand, when 
a TIMES reporter called to welcome him home. 
from his trip across the continent. He never 
looked brighter or in better spirits than when he 
arose to greet his visitor, and he never talked 
with more confidence in the future than in the 
half hour's conversation which followed. Mr. 
Harrigan is one of those restless, ambitious 
men who are never satisfied to rest on laurels 
won, #nd his plans for the future embrace some 
innovations on the policy which he has hitherto 
pursued which are likely to surprise even those 
who know him well. 

“My trip to California,” said Mr. Harrigan, 
“ was very successful—more so than I had any 
reason to anticipate. I made money in every 
place the company stopped, exceptin Chicago, 
where [lost money, and I am not ashamed to 
own it. Mr. Daly, Mr. Palmer, and I all came 
together there, and in the very hottest term of 
the year. It was natural that business should 


prove bad. People will not go to the theatre in 
very warm weather, and I for one don’t blame 
them. LIonly blame myself for not recognizing 
the fact before it was forced on me by experi- 
ence and leaving Chicago out of my route. If 
I ever go to California again, as [I expect 
to in 1889, I shall make the trip 
straight through, stopping nowhere, and thus 
avoia the heated weather altogether. In San 
Francisco we were weleomed royally. It is my 
old home, and the city in which I made my first 
appearance onthe stage for a salary, but I had 
not been there for ten years. I found the city as 
lively as ever, with lots of old friends, and they, 
with the general public, packed the theatre 
every night of my five weeks’ engagement. Mrs. 
Yeamans, too, isan old favorite there, and the 
audiences fairly went wild over her. We have 
nothing but the pleasantest of recollections 
over our Pacific coast experience, and we were 
all sorry when the curtain shut off our California 
friends for the last time.” 

‘* How did the local hitsof your play take in 
San Francisco?” the reporter asked. 

“Well, there is a curious thing about that. I 
did all my plays except ‘Investigation’ just as 
we did them here, but that I localized, using the 
Sacramento Legislature instead of our own, and 
‘Tar Flat’ for ‘Mulberry Bend.’ I was sorry 
that I did it, for the people seemed to appreciate 
the New-York coloring more than they did the 
California localisms. The peculiarities of New- 
York life seemed to strike my California 
audiences with just as much force as they 
did my audiences here. I suppose the rea- 
son 18 that the people of San Francisco 
are largely from tbis city, and fathers 
have made their sons acquainted with our noted 
places and the peculiarities of the life which 
I strive to depict. There are more ‘Old Laven- 
ders’ in San Francisco than in any other city 
on the face of the globe, broken-down fellows 
who had lots of gold in earlier days and are 
now penniless, and this play seemed to please 
the public better than any of the others. We 
played Sunday night because wewere under con- 
tract to do so, but I don’t believe in Sunday 
performances, either from a financial or moral 
point of view. I noticed that our hi ises fell 
off on Saturday and Monday nights, und I at- 
tributed it to the fact that people waited for 
Sunday who could just as well have gone to 
the show on Saturday. I believe actors and 
everybody else are entitled to a day of rest, 
and when I go back to San Francisco it wiil be 
with the distinct understanding that my com- 
pany does not act on Sunday.” 

“What are your plans for the coming season ?” 

“We shallopen on Oct. 10 at the same old 
place, l am sorry to say. What I want more 
than anything else is a good, first-class theatre, 
tor[am not at all satisfied with the house I 
have now. I have got tired of putting my 
money into brick, however, and until somebody 
builds a house suitable for me, which I can lease, 
I shall have to stay whereI am. We sha!l open 
with a revival of ‘The Leather Patch,’ in order 
to give me time to properly plece my new 
play on the stage. The new piece, which I 
hope to have ready for production within 
four or five weeks, will mark to a certain 
extent deviation from the traditions of my man- 
agement. The play is called ‘Pete,’ and it 
deals with Southern life as I studied it whena 
boy years ago. Lused to doa little sketch with 
Hart, which we called ‘ Slavery Days,’ in which 
I represented an old negro called Pete. I have 
taken that character, and built up my play 
around’ it. Pete is not the hallelujah negro of 
the ordinary drama, nor is he the negro 
of the minstrel show. He is just such 
a negro as you find in the South to-day, and the 
characters surrounding bim are drawn to the 
life. The play don’t deal with slavery, except 
incidentally in the first act, the time of which 
is the day alter the firing on Sumter, and it is 
not a war piece. The last three acts are placed 
12 years after the close of the war, and the 
whole play is wholly and simply domestic, por- 
traying the life of negroes and white men in 
the South. The scene is laid in Florida, and Mr. 
Braham has composed several songs and dances 
which will run all through the piece. Negro 
melodies are always popular with an andience, 
and that fact leads me to believe that * Pete’ will 
prove @ great success.” 

“Then you propose an abandonment of local 
characterization altogether ?” 

“Not at all, only 1 don’t think the public want 
too much of one thing. Localdramas continued 
without any break are apt to become monot- 
onous, and I don’t want to wear my welcome 
out. I shall foliow * Pete’ with a new local 
play, and the local element will not be wanting 
in’ Pete.’ I have introduced a parvenue Alder- 
man for Bradfey, an Irish wife of the Alderman 
for Mrs. Yeamans, and Mr. Wiid will play a 
New-York darky who goes back to the South 
with the slang and manners of a New- 
York dude. S80 yousee the change won’t be al- 
together abrupt. But tbe main interest centres 
around Pete and lis Southern life. The play 
will necessitate ny engaging two new people— 
a leading lady and a juvenile man. I have se- 
cured the lady in the person of Miss Esther 
Williams, whom I engaged in California. The 
mau I have yet to engage. 

“{ have another scheme in view,” continued 
Mr. Harrigan, ** which [ shall carry out next 
Summer, and that is to write and produce a 
genuine Irish play. Wehave plenty of what are 
called Irish plays, dealing with patriotism 
and tilled witm heroic speeches against 
England. That is all right, but it 
is not the kind of a play I mean 
to write. I shall take a vacation next 
Summer and spend it in Ireland—a country 
which I have never visited. Iehall moveamong 
the peasantry and study thelr characters and 
way of living, and I[ believe I can get from 
nature the material of a genuine Irish domestic 
drama which will appeal to an audience be- 
cause of its fidelity to nature. I shail cull my 
story and my people right from the sod, just as 
Ihave got my plays, dealing with life in this 
city right from the slums and by-ways. This is 
aftield that has never been touched, and Tam 
sure it is worth the gleaning.”’
